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Washington, May 30.—Decoration day 


Was observed here today perhaps more 
genérally than ever before. The announce- 
ment that President Roosevelt would de- 
liver the oration,at Arlingten brought to 
that historic city of the dead a vast con- 
ccurse of people, amiong whoni were num- 
bered thousands of veterans who jour- 
neyed to the cemetery to honor the mem- 
ory of their comrades. 

At Arlington a national salute was fired 
at 12 o'clock by the Fourth battery United 
Biates field artillery. Music was ren- 
dered by the Marine band and by the Me- 
mortal choir. Upon arriving at Arlington 
the procession marched to the tomb of the 
unknown. During the decoration of the 
tomb by the special committee chosen 
from the different G. A. R. organizations 
and auxiliary societies the Marine band 
played an appropriate selection. The pro- 
cession then broke up and the decoration 
of graves began. A touching feature of 
the work of decoration was the strewing 
of flowers over the graves of the confeder- 
ate dead, who lie buried in a section of 
the cemetery. 

In the meantime a vast crowd had as- 
Bembled at the amplitheater, where the 
pervices were conducted. The familar 
strains of ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee,”’ by 
the Marine band marked the beginning 
of the services. which had been most 
elaborately planned. President Roosevelt's 
arrival was the signal for an outburst of 
applause, which gontinued for some time 
after he had taken his seat on the plat- 
form. 


After the invocation and the rendition 
Of several numbers by the band and choir 
E. B. Hay read Lincoln's Gettysburg ad- 
dress. President Roosevelt followed, and 
a he arose he was again greeted with 
cheers and the plaudits of the immense 
audience, which stretched far outside the 
limits of the amphitheater. His remarks 
were given the closest attention, and he 
was frequently interrupted by bursts of 
a@pplause. 

President Roosevelt Speaks. 

The president spoke as follows: 

* Mr. Commander, comrades, and you, 
men and women of the United States who 
owe your being here to what was done by 
the men of the great civil war, I greet 
you and thank you for the honor done me 
$n asking me to be present this dav. 

It is a good custom for our country to 
have certain solemn holidays in commem- 
oration of our greatest men and of the 
Greatest crises in our history. There 
Bhould be but few such holidays. ‘i'o in- 
crease their number is: to cheapen them. 
Washington and Lincoln—the man who 
did most to found the union, and the 
man who did most to preserve it—stand 
head and shoulders above all our other 
public men, and have by common consent 
won the right to this préeminence. Among 
the holidays which commemorate. the 
turning points in. American history, 
Thanksgiving has a significance peculiarly 
éts own. On July 4 we celebrate the birth 
of the nation; on this day, the 30th of 
May, we call to mind the deaths of those 
who died that the nation might live. who 
_ wagered all that life holds dear for the 
‘@reat prize of death in battle, who poured 
out their blood like water in order that the 
mighty nation structure raised by the far- 

eeing patriotism of Washington, Frank- 
in, Marshall, Hamilton and the other 

eat leaders of the revolution, great 
ramers of the constitution, should not 
crumble into meaningiess ruins. 

_ You whom I address today and your 
comrades who Wore the blue beside vou 
in the perilous years during which strong, 
gad, patient Lincoln bore the crushing 
load of national leadership, performed the 
one feat the failure to perform which 
would have meant destruction to everr- 
thine which makes the name America a 
eymbol of hope among the nations of 
mankind. You did the greatest and most 
necessary task which has ever fallen to 
the lot of any men on this western hemi- 
pohere. Nearly three centuries have pass- 
ed since the waters of our coast were first 
fTirrrowed Dv the keels of the men whose 
ahfldren’s children were to inherit this fair 


land. y : 
The Civil War. 


Puring our four generations of national 
fife we have had to do many tasks, and 
' gome of them of far-reaching importance: 
but the only really vital task was the one 
vou did: the task of saving the union. 
There were other crises in which to have 
gone wrong would have meant disaster: 
hut this was the one crisis in which to 
have gone wrong would have meant not 
mere disaster, Dut annihilation. For fail- 
ure at any other point atonement could 
have been made, but had vou failed In the 
fron days the toss would have heen irre- 
parable, the defeat inretcievable. Upon 
your success devended all the future of 
the peovle on this continent. ard much 
of the fvture of mankind as a whole. 

You left us a reunited country. You 
left us the right of brotherhood with the 
me in gray. who with such courage and 
euch devotion for what they deemed the 
right. fought against you. But you left 
us. much more even than your achieve- 
ment. for you left us the memory of how 
it was achieved. 

Just at this moment the army of the 
Ynited States. led by men who served 
among you in the great war, is carrying 
to completion a small but peculiarly try- 
ing and difficult war in which is involved 
not only the honor of the flag. but the tri- 
umph of civilization over forces which 
stand for the black chaos of savagery 
and barbarism. The task has not been as 
dificult or as important as yours, but. oh. 
my comradés. the men in the uniform of 
the United States. who have for the Iast 
three years patiently and uncomplaining- 
ly championed the American cause in the 
Philippine islands. are your younger 
brothers, your sons. They have. shown 
themselves not unworthy of you, and 
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condition ip-almost beyond bopa ~ _- 


BY JUDGE JONES 


Former Governor of Alabama 
Delivers Oration at Tomb 
of the General. 


SOLDIER’S DYING PRAYER 
FOR PEACE IS GRANTED 


Judge Jones Says the Nation Is 
Stronger and Nobler by Reason 
of the Civil War—Grant’s 
Kindness to the South. 


New York, May 30.—Memorial services 
were held at Grant’s tomb today in the 
presence of 5,000 people. The exercises 
were conducted by the U. 8. Grant post, 
of Brooklyn. “America’’ was sung and 
Lincoln’s Gettysburg address was read. 


Judge Thomas C. Jones, of the United 
States district court of Alabama, then 
was introduced and he delivered the ora- 
tion. 

Judge Jones said in part: 

“This hour is one of indescribable 
moral grandeur. When but a beardless 
youth I drank of the cup of defeat at 
Appomattox, and was one of those ‘al- 
lowed to return to his home, not to bs 
disturbed by the United States authori- 
ties so long as they observed their parole 
and the laws in foree where they re- 
sided.’ From that*® day to this there 
never has been an hour when I: would 
willingly omit any opportunity to honor 
the memory of the immortal who for- 
bore to add to the burden of our sorrows 
then, 

Grant a Great Commander. 

“No true soldier can deny to the illus- 
trious man whose mortal remains Iie here 
the possession of all the qualities of a 
great commander. The man who died at 
Mount McGregor was never, envious of 
the captains who won battlés for him, 
and he sustained them loyally itn the field. 
No ignoble emotions came to him in the 
hour of triumph. He did not take time, 
after the collapse at the little Virginia 
village, to pass through Richmond, the 
prize for which armies had so long con- 
tended, but hurried direct to Washing- 
ton to begin the disbandment of the 
army. He was called to the highest civil 
rank on earth. The gaze of the world 
beat in upon him there, and found no 
stain. 

“From the hour he turned from Appo- 
mattox to the last day at Mount McGre. 
gor the desire uppermost in the thoughts 
of this victorious soldier was to soothe 
and better the condition of his defeated 
countrymen. He lost no opportunity to 
speak in terms of admiration of the con- 
federate soldier, and after the power cf 
speech was gone he wrote: ‘I feel that we 
are on the eve of a new era and there is 
to be great harmony between the federais 
and confederates. I canrot’stay to be a 
living witness of the correctness of this 
prophecy, but I feel it within me that it 
is to be so.’ 

Prayer for Unity Granted. 

“Thus he passed from out of the sight 
of men. His prayer for peace and unity 
has been granted, Stronger and nobler 
for the strife rises the nation whose 
moral grandeur ‘throngs in and becomes 
partaker’ of the councils of the nations 
of the earth. ' 

“In that touching idyl, ‘The Passing of 
Arthur,’ a master hand paints a moving 
picture of the agony of the dying hours 
of a knight with a shattered casque and 
gaping wound, whose last thoughts were 
how to confound his foes. From his 
parched and dying lips came the stern 
defiance: ‘King I am, whatso’er they cry, 
and one last act of kinghood shall they 
See, yet ere I pass.. How much nobler 
and grander the last hours at Mount Mc. 
Gregor! The pale and wan sufferer there 
thought only of love for those who had 
battled against him, and did not realize 
when his dying hand wrote, after his 
power of speech was gone, in the close 
of his Memoirs, of the ‘great harmony 
between federals and confederates,’ that 
it was indeed the ‘last act of kinghood.’ 
God rest his soul.’’ 

President Roosevelt sent a wreath of 
roses and the Chinese minister, Wu 
Ting-fang, a bed of roses.

Grand Jury To Inquire Into the ‘Re- 


cent Mine Horror. 

Knoxville, Tenn, May 30.—A special to 
The Sentinel from Clinton, Tenn., says 
that Judge W. R. Hicks hag instructed 
the circuit court grand jury of Anderson 
county to investigay the cause of the 
Fraterville mine explosion of May 19 at 
Coal Creek, in which 216 men and boys 
lost their lives. Major B. C. Camp and 
George Camp, president and state mine 
inspector, R. A. Shifflet, and the men 
who went with him on the official inspec- 
tion last Monday, and members of the 
first rescuing party to enter the mine, 
have been subpenaed to appear before the 
grand jury.

TREASURER’S SAFE IS BLOWN.

Beaumont, Tex., May 3%.—The safe of 
the treasurer of Hardin county, at 
Kountze, was blown by burglars last 
night and all the county money stolen. 
The burglars and citizens had a battle at 
Silsbe, 10 miles east, at daylight. One 
burglar was wounded, but all escaped 
into a big thicket. Kountze is w miles 
north of Beaumont. The sheriff off this 
county, with bloodhounds, left for tne 
scene on an early morning train. 


WHOLE FAMILY LOST LIVES. 


Death List by Cyclone at Goliad, 
Tex., Continues To Grow. 

San Antonio, Tex., May 30.—The death 
list at Goliad as a result of the tornado 
on May 18 continues to grow. Two more 
leading citizens have succumbed to inju- 
ries today. W. H. Maddox and David 
Mathis, Doth prominent in Susiness cir- 
cles, are dead, making a total of 141 dead 
up to this time. The death of Maddox 
wipes out his family, three children hay- 
jing been killed on the night of the storm, 
and his wife died several aays ago. 

Tne death of David Mathis makes the 
third in his family, and only one remians, 
Miss Rubens Mathis, who today is report- 
ea dying.

Several Persons Are Reported 
Drowned in the West . 


Towns in Oklahoma Are Under Water 
and the People Are Fleeing to 
the Highlands — Streams 
Blockaded by Dead 
Animals. 


Guthrie, Okla. T., May 30.—High waters 


throughout Oklahoma contmue to do 
great damagé. Two men are reported to 
have been drowned in Cache creek, In 
the new country, by the flooded stream 
which has inundated the Rock Island 
tracks to such a degree that all train ser- 
vice into Lawton has been abandoned. 
This is the same state of affairs on the 
Choctaw railroad into Ardmore, the train 
service being abandoned for one week and 
the bridges over the Washita and Tuso- 
pee washed away. It is still raining and 
a further rise in the Canadian river is 
expected. The high waters have deprived 
the towns in the inland portions of the 
territory of mail facilities for over two 
weeks and the postoffices are becoming 


congested. The passengers on the Santa 
Fe train south from Guthrie refused to 
cross the roaring waters of the Washita. 
They left the train and remained at 


Daugherty, Ind. T., over night. The 
water has almost surrounded the station 
and tracks there. 

Town Under Water. 

Wichita, Kans., May 30.—A message 
from Lawton to The Eagle tonight says 
there is 4 feet of water in the town site 
of Wallers and the transaction of busi- 
ness is impossible. Every stream in 
Comanche county is a raging torrent 
and further loss of life is feared. An 
unknown traveling man was caught in 
Cache creek and he and his team and 


buggy were swept away. He was un- 
doubtedly drowned. The woods at Law- 
ton {s covered by water and a cufrent 
200 feet wide is running through it. 
Much loss of property is ‘ndicated by 
Cache creek being blockaded in pdaces 
by dead animals, farm implements and 
household goods, 
Caught by the Flood. 

Lakin, Kans., May 30.—Thomas Hins- 
ley, a well-to-do citizen of this county, 
was drowned in the Arkansas river to- 
day. 

He was on a bridge watching the ris- 
ing flood when the bridge was caught 
by the high water in the river and was 
swept away before he could éscape. 

The immense rains of the past three 
days in this county have caused the river 
to rise to such proportions as to ruin 
three of the largest bridges. 


Prospectors Perish. 


Wildman, Okla. T., May 30.—Torrents of 
water rolling off the Wichita mountains 


have swept away many prospectors’ 


‘ shacks and it is belleved that some of 


their occupants perished. The river is 
so high that it cannot take the surplus 
water of the swollen streams and hence 
they are overspreading the country and 
doing much damage to property and 
crops. 
Water Runs Through Street. 

Oklahoma City, Okla., May 30.—The 
floods in western Oklahoma and the 
western portion of Indian Territory con- 
tinue unabated with the North Canadian. 
South Canadian, Washita and other 
streams still rising. At Vinita, Ind. T., 
a town of 2,000 in the Chickasaw nation, 
where half of the residence portion is 
under from 4 to_5 feet of water from the 
overflow of Rush creek and where water 
to the depth of 2 feet is running through 
the main street, there is no sign of the 
flood receding.

BLACKLISTED BY THE TRUST. 


That Is the Charge Made by a Kan- 
sas Butcher. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 30.—W. T. Reed, 
an attorney, Is taking depositions to be 
used by George M. Tucker, a butcher and 
retail grocer of Argentine, Kansas, in 
damage suits against several packing 
houses of this city and Kansas City, 
Kans. Tucker alleges that until @bout a 
year ago his meat bills had been marked 
“O. K.,” as he‘paid them promptly, but 
according to his story, in May of last 
year Cudahy’s representative failed to 
present the usual statement on Wednes- 
day. ‘The dill came, but not the state- 
ment. Tucker called for the stafement. 
It came the next morning, but that was 
Thursday, and the packing house rule is 
that all bills must be paid each Wednes- 
day for the week previous. Tucker sent 
in his check, Dut it was returned with- 
out presentation at the bank, and he had 
to pay cash. 

The next day each meat Dill came wita 
a star stamped on it. The star means that 
the dealer whose bill it appears on must 
pat cash on receipt of the meat or the 
driver must take it back. Tucker says 
every dill that came from every pack- 
ing house in the city had the same star 
on it and he had to pay cash at once. 
The second day every wholesale house tn 
the city received information that his 
credit was bad and demanded payment of 
bills that called for cash in sixty days, 
but had heen running, some of them, not 
more than a week. 


HORSES KILL INDIAN TIGER. 


Furious Fight Between Animals on 
Circus Train. 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., May 30.—A 2-year. 
old Indian tiger was killed in a fight with 
horses on a circus train while en route 
from Goshen to Poughkeepsie early to- 
day. The tiger, which had been recently 
imported, escaped from its wagon den 
while the train was in mo“on. It crawil- 
ed over the tops of four wagons and en- 
tered a car containing thirty draught 
horses. 

A fierce battle ensued, the panic-stricken 
horses plunging and ,kicking at the say- 
age intruder. When the train reached

Neighbors heard the frantic cries and 
the police station way notified. Call Offi- 


cers Doyle and Rosser responded on their 


bicycles and quickly reached the 
scene. As they started into the house, 
Bell was still brandishing the pistol and 
calling out, “What's the mattér? What's 
the matter? Come in; come in.’’ 

The officers themselves might have been 
shot but for the fact that at that in- 
stant Mrs. Bell seized the pistol and 
wrenched it from the the grasp of ‘her 
son. Doyle and Rosser quickly took hold 
of Bell and in a few seconds the young 
man had become quiet. 

Bell: was seen in his cell and in an- 
swer to questions sald: 

“IT retired at 10:30 and felt all right. I 
remember nothing of what occurred from 
that time until the officers took nold of 
me. I did not know I had shot Mr.: Aber- 
crombie until I was told so afterwards. 
I feel dizzy now and rather Ssick.’’

CHICAGO HUNGRY 


Meat Supply of Cily Practicaly 
Cut Off by Teamsters 


Packers Have Refused To Make Any 
Concessions and the Union Wiil 
Extend the Strike to Other 

" Cities in the West. 


Chicago, May 30.—Every packing house 
ih the west belonging to the “Big Six” is 
to be attacked by the teamsters’ union on 
Monday if the local companies do not re- 
cede from their position and sign the 
agreement. 

The tie-up in Chicago, which is declar- 
ed complete, is to be carried to Omaha, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph and St.. Louis 
and the teamsters, whose national head- 
quarters are in Chicago, have received 
assurances from their locals at those 
points that all the men will obey the 
summons And go out. This move will be 


national in its effect. 

The decision to make the call wa3 
reached today by the executive council 
of the National Tteamsters’ Union and 
came. after conference with Louls F. 
Swift, of Swift & Co., and Edward Mor- 
ris, of Nelson, Morris & Co., both of 
whom refused even to discuss the terms of 
the agreement the teamsters wished 
signed. The attitude of the packers’ 
representatives took away the last hope 
of an immediate settlement of the strike 
and the teamsters decided to give the 
firms until Monday before broadening the 
scope of the struggle. 

Chicago Is Meat Hungry. 

Chicago began to realize today that a 
meat famine is imminent. Butchers who 
have bought of the packers fighting the 
striking stock yards’ teamsters lost their 
ice supply. Restaurants were in straits 
to procure choice meats. The commodity 
rose in price and many shops shut down 
in different parts of the city. Holiday 
crowds blocked wagons and cheered the 
strikers. President Albert Young, of the 
Teamsters’ National Union, declared that 
the strike would be backed by union la- 
bor and won if it took five years. 

Butchers have practically abandoned 
the hauling of meat from the yards. All 
passes issued by the strikers have been 
called in and all meat that goes out in 
cars is followed and traced. Except for 
the few wagons that leave the yards un- 
der heavy police protection early tn the 
day no meats is being hauled out. 

Monday night a joint council of the 
local teamsters’ union will be held to de- 
termine whether all the union retail shop 
butchers are to be called upon to stand 
by the teamsters and refuse to handle 
the meats of ‘‘unfair’’ concerns. 

At thy, leading hotels and restaurants it 
was stated today that the supplies would 
last three days longer. If the strike is 
not settled by that time the managers d»° 
not know what they will do. It might 
be possible to get meat if they had only 
to dea] with the packers’ teamsters, but 
the staunch sympathetic stand of the ice 
men and coal teamsters leaves the res- 
tauranteurs completely in the hands of 
the strikers. 

Drivers Armed with Guns. 

Irwin Bros. have equipped their drivers 
with revolvers, and it is owing to this 
fact that a load of beef was delivered 
early today. 

Robert Alling was taking it to the 
Young Men's Christian Association build- 
ing, when three men waylaid his team. 
One of them seized the lines and the 
Others tried to pull Alling from his seat. 
The driver drew a revolver and a threat 
to shoot the man at the horses’ heads re- 
leased the animals. The driver then turn- 
ed his attention to the men on the wagon, 
who also fled when he pointed the re- 
volver at them, threatening to kil] them 
if they did not get down. 

After reaching the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association building Irwin Bros. and 
the Harrison street police station were in- 
formed by telephone of the attack.

He said that the 
sources of his information as to Amer- 
ican investments in Cuba,;were confiden- 
tial,, but that it was comon talk in 
Havina that large investments hael been 
made there. In support of his contention 
that the American sugar refiners would

Fleeced Parisians of $10,- 
000,000 on Collateral That 
Did Not Exist. 


EMPTY SAFE WAS USED 


To BorRow THE MONEY| Yarn Mill Men of Georgia 


For Twelve Years Mysterious Law | 
Suits Against Invisible Parties 
Have Dragged Through the 
French Courts—No 
Arrests Made. 


New York, May 30.—(Special.)—Word 
was received in New York some few days 
before the arrival of the Umbria, which 
steamed into New York harbor on May 
25, that the Humbberts, wanted for secur- 
ing $10,000,000 on bogus collateral, were On 
board. The information to the local po- 
lice came from Edmond Bunwaert, the 
French consul general. 

Transmitted from the consul general to 
Captain Titus, the head of the New York 
detective force, the news caused a stir 
in metropolitan police circles. The Um- 
bria was due in New York May 25, and 
a cordon of detectives were at tne dock 
to receive her. 

The detectives fousd no one who resem- 
bled the Humberts, according to descrip- 
tion, In any way. It was supposed that 
they had been seen in Liverpool and that 
the news of their embarkment to the 
United States was more or less authentic. 

Extradition papers were prepared and 
sworn to in the United States circuit 
court and the police were confident that 
they would bag the world-famous swin- 
diers. 

The last heard of police operations was 
the arrest of a Frenchman in Hoboken. 
It was given out that he was a valet of 
the Humberts and had confessed. Accord- 
ing to his statement the Humberts had 
left on a private steam yacht of their own 
for Montevideo. The man turned out to 
be quite another person and since then 
no clew to the whereabouts of the arch 
swindlers has been unearthed. 

Story of the Swindle. 

It seems that in a will purported to 
have been made Dy one H. R. Crawford, 
the contents of a safe were willed to a 
daughter of the Humberts and to Ro’ ert 
and Henry Crawford. The amount was 
put down at $20,000,0®. By reason of com- 
plications brought an by the Crawfords, 
who have never been seen, the safe was 
gealed and lawsuits begun. In the mean- 
time, on the strength of the will, the 


*"Humberts have borrowed about $10,900,000 


to date, and until shortly kept the whole 
thing in a tangle. - 

It is believed the Crawfords do not ex- 
ist, but they were simply dummies used 
as means to keep the safe from being 
opened. 


HORROK IN MEXICAN MINE. 


Four Killed and Six Fatally Injured 
by Gas Explosion. 

San Antonio, Tex., May 30.—Four kill- 
ed instantly and six fatally injured is the 
result of a gas explosion in shaft No. 5 
of the Hondo coal mines, on the Mexican 
International railroad, 75 miles from Eagle 
Pass. The explosion occurred last Fri- 
day, but the news of the accident has 
just reached this city. 

The mine is the property of the Mex!- 
can International Railroad Company and 
the shaft in which the explosion occurred 
is the same in which an explosion oc- 
curred last February, killing 106 men 
and injured almost as many more. 

The names of the dead and injured in 
this second disaster are not given, but 
they were all Mexicans. At the time the 
explosion occurred there were but few 
men at work in shaft No. 5, fifty having 
been laid off the day befdéte.

BIG COMBINE 


Meet at Aragon and Discuss 
Proposed Merger 


WILLING TO COMBINE IF 
OO PER CENT OF MILLS 00 


F. In Underwood, of New York, Is at 


the Head of the Proposed Con- 
solidation of Southern Mills, 
North Caro}ina Mills 
Have Agreed. 


The prospects are that all of the spin- 
ning mills of the south will be combined 
within the next sixty days. 

A meeting of prominent mill men held 
at the Aragon yesterday morning at ll 
o'clock practically confirmed this state- 
ment. 

This means that the south, through the 
instrumentality of northern promoters, 
will control the bulk of the yarn output 
of the country, and that the combine, 
having general charge of some 1,400,000 
spindles, will regulate the price of yarn 
for the entire country. 

The Former Movement. 

For some months past a movement has 
been on foot to consolidate the spinning 
mills of the south on a basis which would 


admit of a more economic management 


and a more consistent schedule of output. 
The initial movement was more ambitious 
than the present one. It contemplated 
not only the consolidation of the spin-: 
ning mills, but the weaving mills as well... 
The latter plan proved impracticable for, 
the reason that the majority of the cloth 
mills of the sout are in prosperous con- 
dition. Ree 

The present plan, which is headed by F, 
L. Underwood and Leonard Paulson, of 
New York, contemplates the combination 
of mills which make a specialty of spin- 
ning yarn. With thé admission from vari- 
ous mill owners that they are now cperat-. 
ing at a suicidal rate and are not meking 
any money, the purpose of the promoters 
is to so harmonize the various interests 
as to discourage the building of more 
mills and to put the ones now in opera- 
tion on a paying basis. 


Mill Men Meet. 

Some days ago F. L. Underwood and 
Leonard Paulson, of New York, came 
south with a view to visiting various 
states and effecting an economic revolu- 
tion in the mill industry of the south. 
North Carolina, which is the biggest cot- 
ton mill state in the countfy, was first 
visited. A meeting of mill men was held 
in Charlotte on Wednesday, at which 
many of the most prominent owners were 
present. The consensus of opinion was 
that a combine would be the best thing 
for all interests concerned. 

With this encouragement Mr. Under- 
wood and Mr. Paulson came to Atlanta

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HANNA'S BOOM BEGINS 
TO WORRY ROOSEVELT 


It Is Alleged That the Ohio Senator Is Allowing His 
| Head To Be Turned--Attack on Roosevelt 
from Texas. - 


Washington, May 30.—(Special.)—Pres- 
Ident -Rooseyelt and the administration 
politicians are beginning to exhibit 
signs of worry over the persistefcy with 
which the Hanna talk keeps bobbing 
up. While there can be no doubt that 
the Ohio senator is, on the surface, as 
friendly toward the man in the white 
house as the latter’s friends could wish, 
there is also no doubt that the men who 
are* regarded as special custodians of 
the president’s political fortunes feel 
that Senator Hanna might be a little 
‘more positive in his -declarations con- 
cerning the possibility of his being the 
republican candidate for the presidency 
in 1904. These men think,” and they talk 
it to their intimates, that Senator Hanna 
is allowing his head to be a little turned 
by the talk of some mén who are par- 
ticularly close to him, and they do not 
attempt to conceal their fear of a Hanna 
boom should such a thing be launched 
with the permission and encouragement 
of the man most interested. While they 
acknowledge that Senator Hanna's state- 
ment that he is not a candidate is ap- 
parently sincere, they seem to think it 
incumbent upon the Qhioan to go still 
further and read the riot act to every 
republican who dares mention his name 
in connection with the presidency. 

Hanna Not Doing This. 

That Hanna is not doing this is ap- 
parent from the men who are discussing 
the possibility of the Ohio senator sup- 
planting President Roosevelt as the na- 
tional leader of the party in the role of 
its candidate. The men who indulge in 
this talk are for the most part not dis- 
appointed office seekers, but they are 
men who are holding positions of re- 
sponsiiblity and trust, men whose influ- 
ence in the councils of the republican 
party carinot be questioned. 

The admfmistration politiclans point 
out the significance of much of this 
talk coming from the old-line republican 
leaders of the south. In almost -every 
southern state, with the exception of 
Georgia, President Roosevelt has turn- 
ed down the men who in the past have 
been able to control the selection of 
delegates to the national conventions. 
In Virginia, in South Carolina, to some 
extent in North Carolina, in Mississippi, 
in Louisiang and in Wexas, President 
Roosevelt has turned down these old 
leaders without, So ,far as the indica- 
tions go, securing anything substantial 
in return. Most of the men who have 
been misplaced are’ avowedly for Hanna 
as ‘the parfy’s nominee tm i904, and “in 
| the fight for southern delegates can be 
counted upofto Hne-up*with any crowd 
who is against Roosevelt. 

In Georgia and 
states where the old leaders have been 
retained there .has been no attempt to 
deny that these men give Senator Hanna 
the first place in their hearts, and: that 
they could not, even if they so desired, 
handle the rank and file of southern re- 
publicans and prevent these states go- 
ing to Hanna if he aliows himself to be 
the candidate of the anti-administration 
forces. 


Hot Talk from Texas. 


of a 


The hottest attack that has yet been 
made upon President Roosevelt comes 
from a southern republican who, it is 
true, has a grievance, but whose power 
in the republican councils cannot be 
questioned. This is John Grant, who 
was summarily dismissed by President 
Rogsevelt from his position as United 
States marshal for the eastern district 
of ‘Texas. 

Grant was charged with accepting a 
fee of $2,000 for having used his influ- 
ence to eecure the desiguation of the 


a United States depository. In an open 
letter just issued addressed to the re- 
publicans of Texas, Captain Grant de- 
nies the charge brought against him, 
and fiercely assails the president. His 
defense is that in serving the Beaumont 
bank he acted as a private citizen, and 
that the $2,000 was to cover legitimate 
expenses of himself and ot®er friends 
interested in the matter, and was in no 
sense a fee. However weak that defense 
may seem, a good many people agree 
with Captain Grant that. he has a right 
to feel sore at the way he was treated 
by the administration officials, He 
claims that the president refused to hear 
any evidence favorable to him, or even 
to read his explanatfon. 

The interesting part of his letter is 
his assertion that his dismissal was 
solely for political reasons. He charges 
that the fact of his being a Hanna man 
influenced the president in his” action; 
that he was assured that if she would 
pledge the Texas delégation for Presi- 
dent Roosevelt he would be all right. 
In his.letter Captdin Grant says: 

What Grant Said. 

“The attorney general would not read 
my explanation, and the president would 
not and did not read it. It was hung 
up for,eix weeks. I’ was told by my 
friends that it was all politics. I was 
wired to come up there. I declined. I 
was told that I had better resign or get 
out. I refused to do either. I was ad- 
vised to’ go up and pledge myself to 
bring up’ the state:in 1904 for Roose- 
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velt, thereby I could save the $20,000 I 
would get out of my salary for these 
four years, otherwise I would be dis- 
missed and would lose it. I told them 
that would mean that I must pledge my- 
self and to urge my friends to follow me 
to Roosevelt In 1904, which I would never 
do, as I had never adviged my friends 
except from my heart, and.I know I 
could not advise his reelection, and that 
rather than do that I would lose the 
marshalship and éyerything I had in the 
world, I was charged with being a 
Hanna man. I did not deny or apolo- 
gize.”’ 

Further on he says with regard to this 
charge: 

“They charge me with being a Hanna 
man. Well, -if Providence should spare 
him to us till 1964, and he is a candidate, I 
should consider it a privilege to every 
man who has the welfare of the country 
at heart to use every just effort to put 
him at the head of this government with 
his wisdom; patriotism and . broad- 
minded statesmanship. He, in my opin- 
jon, more nearly knows the needs and 
wants of this country and people than 
any man in the United States, and has 
the courage and ability to meet them.” 
Payne and Southern Representation. 

Captain Grant seems to think there is 
a lot of trouble ahead for the republican 


party in the south from that element in 


the party which has been urging the cut- 
ting dewn of the south’s representation 
in the national conventions. He calls at- 
tention to the well-known fact that Post- 
master General Payne has been s:leoted 
as the Roosevelt political leader, and says 
of him: 

“He is ‘the man who ‘has for years led 
the fight for reduction of representation 
in the southern states. I know this be- 
cause during the fight since 189% I have, 
as national committeeman, been in the 
thickest of the fight against him and have 
contributed no little to the defeat of his 
project.’’ 

The fact of Mr. Payne being the admin. 
istration leader in matters political is 
worrying southern republicans no little. 
He is understood to have given to some 
of them pledges that he will, asa member 
of the republican national committee, 
cease agitating the cutting down of rep- 
resentation from southern states if the 
votes from these states ‘are assured to 
Roosevelt. Otherwise the southerners 
may expect ‘to have to fight the question 
when it comes tto’ determining the repre- 
sentation in the next national committee. 
Captain Grant, however, sounds a note of 
warning, He does not seem ito have very 
much fajth in the friendship of the post- 
master general toward the old-line repub- 
licans in the south, and his'letter con- 
tains a good many things other southern 
republicans have all the time been think- 
ing, if they ‘hava not expressed ‘them. 

Should be Restrained. 

This Grant letter contains a good deal 
of personal criticism of President Roose- 
velt. He concludes with these words: 


“A president of the United States who 
maliciously or even carelessly stamps the 
brand of dishonesty upon American man- 

d without adequate cause is a scourge 
upon the country and is unfit to be rec- 
ognized as a citizen and some form of re- 
straint should be placed over him until 
the time comes for the people to defend 
a against him at the ballot 

oxes.”’ ; 


This talk, although ft comes from a 
man with a grievance, has attracted a 
good deal of attention among the politi- 
clans here in Washington, who laugh at 


‘the idea of Roosevelt being allowed to 


have ‘a walkover for the republican nomi- 
nation. The president himself seems to 
have abandoned the opinion that the hand 
of providence had marked ‘him tn such a 
way that nobody dare oppose him, for he 
is losing no opportunity to strengthen 
himself even with the “common politi- 
clans” of the south for whom at the out. 
set he manifested the greatest disdain. 

Every appointment that he has made 
recently has been with a view to its po- 
litical effect. He is conducting his ad- 
ministration just as ‘any other politician 
would conduct it, so far as his lieuten- 
ants know ‘how. 

Some Republican Knockers. 

There was one respect in which the 
white house coterie gives Senator Hanna 
full credit for loyalty and that is his at- 
titude toward administration measures 
now before congress. While some of them 
‘are very sore over the apparent tendency 
of such men as Aldrich, Allison, Elkins 
and others to throw cold water upon the 
distinctly administration measures—par- 
ticularly the Cuban.reciprocity bill—they 
give Senator Hanna full credit for being 
in favor of that legislation. 

At the’same time they say that this is 
not done through any particular love for 
Roosevelt, which is doubtless true. Sena- 
tor Hanna is for reductions on Cuban 
products because President McKinley 
gave his pledge that they should be made. 
With Senator Hanna the wish of Me- 
Kinley is almost a religion. Therefore it 
is- that while e69me other men who jolly 
the president are quietly knocking his ad- 
ministration, Senators Hanna ts giving 
the heartiest support to these measures 
in which the president is most interested. 

There can be no question, however, that 
other republican leaders in the senate 
would like to see adjournment come be- 
fore a vote on the Cuban Dill is reached. 
Senator Allison and Senator Spooner are 
very lukewarm'toward the measure, Sen- 
ator Elkins is openly opposed to it and in 
the whole list of republican senators not 
half a dozen are for it honestly and sin- 
cerely. 

For Hanna—Or Themselves. 

Senator Elkins is at the same _ time, 
openly and frankly, in favor of the nom- 
ination of Mark Hanna for the presidency 
and does not ‘hesitate to so declare. Sen- 
ator Fairbanks feels the same way, but 
is more cautious with his talk. 

The men who are presumed to carry 
about with them the responsibility of 
the president's political fortunes are be- 
ginning to sneer at both of these men 
and suggest that each hopes to be the 
nominee. There can be no doubt that 

nator Elkins and Senator Fairbanks be- 
lieve that either would make a better 
president than the man in the white house 
and there can further be no doubt that 
a great many other men in public life feel 
the same way with regard to themselves. 

There is one other point on which al] 
agree, and that is that if Hanna should 
be a candidate there would be no use in 
anybody opposing him—that he would win 
hands down. 

The conditions: inside thee republican 
ranks cannot in all honesty therefore be 
said to indicate smooth gailing for the 
administration. Postmaster General 
Payne, who is himself a practical’ politi- 
cian, sees this, and other men close to 
the president see it. 
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LYNCHING USED 
TO EXCUSE ARMY 


In Memorial Day Address 
Roosevelt Discusses Cruel- 
ties in Phitippines, 


ATTACKS SOUTHERNERS 
FOR CRITICISING ARMY 


Dwells on Lynchings in This Section 
and Says That Because They 
Occur Southern Senators 
Must Not Attack Cru- 
elties in Philippines. 
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they are entitled*® to the support of all 
men who are proud.of.what you did 


Army in Philippines. 


These younger*comrades of yours have 
fought under. terrible difficulties and 


very cruel and very tféacheroilis enemy. 
Under the strain of these provocations I 


them have so far forgotten. themselves 
as to counse] and commit, in retaliation, 
acts of cruelty. The faét that for every 
guilty act committed by ‘one of our 
troops a hundred acts of far greater 
the 
rostile natives upon our troops, or upon 
the peaceable and law-abiding natives 
who are friendly to us, ¢annot be held to 
excuse any wrongdoer on our. side.- De- 
termined and unswerving effort must be 
made, and is being, made, to find ove 
every instance of barbarity on the part 
of our troops, to punish those guilty of 
it, and to take, if possible, even stronger 
measures than have already been taken 
to minimize or prevent the occurrence of 
all such instances in the-.future. 

Is is only in the army of tae Philippines 
that Americans sometimes do acts that 
cause, the rest of Americans regret? (Cries 
of “Oh, no, no.) 

From time to time there occur in 


our country, to the deep and lasting 
shame of our people, lynchings car- 
ried on under circumstances of inhu- 
man cruelty and barbarity—a cruelty 
infinitely worse than any that has 
ever been committed by our troops in 
the Philippines; worse to the victims, 
and far more brutalizing to those 
guilty of it. The men who fail to 
condemn these lynchings, and yet 
clamor about what has been done in 
the Philippines, are indeed guilty of 
neglecting the beam in their own eye 
while taunting their- brother about 


the mote in his. 

Understand me, These lynchings afford 
us no excuse for failure to stop cruelty 
in the Philippines. Every effort is being 
made, and will be made, to minimize the 
chances of cruelty occurring. 

Shamelesly Exaggerated. 

But keep in mind that these cruelties 
in the Philippines have been wholly ex- 
ceptional, and have been shamelessly :ex- 
aggerated. We. deeply and bitterly m- 
gret that any such cruelties should have 
been committed, no matter how rarely, 
no matter under’ what provocation, <y 
American troops. »-But they afford far 
less justification for .a general condemna- 
tion of our army than these lynchings 
afford for the condemnation of the com- 
munities’ in whi¢éh tWey have taker place. 
In each case it,is -well to condemn the 
deed, and it is_well alsa to. refrain from 
including both guilt¥Y ahd innocent in the 
same sweeping condemnation. 


promulgated by the war deaprtment. and 
accepted as the basis of conduct by our 
troops in the field are the rules laid down 
by Abraham Lincoln when you, my hear- 
ers, were fighting for the union. These 
rules provide, of course, for the severity 
necessary in war. The most destructive 
of all forms of cruelty would be to show 
weakness where sternness is demanded 
by fron need. But cruelty is forbidden, 
and all harshness beyond what is called 
for by need. Our enemies in the Philip- 
pines have not merely violated every rule 
of war, but have made of these violations 
their only method of carrying on the war. 

We would have been justified by 
Abraham Lincoln’s rules of war in in- 
finitely greater severity than has 
been shown. The fact really is that 
our warfare ir the Philippines has 
been carried on with singular hu- 


manity. 

For every act of cruelty by our men 
there have been innymerable acts of for- 
bearance, magnanimity and generous 
kindness. These are the qualities which 
have characterized the war as a whole. 
The cruelties have been wholly excep- 
tional on our part. | 

Guilty To Be Punished. 

The guilty are to be punished, but in 
punishing them let those who sit at ease 
at home, who walk delicately and live in 
the soft places of the earth, remember 
also to do them common justice. 

It behooves us to keep a vigilant watch 
to prevent these abuses and to punish 
those who commit them; butif because of 
them we flinch from finishing the task on 
which we have entered, we 8how our- 
selyes cravens and weaklings, unworthy 
of the sires from whose loins we sprang. 

There were abuses and to spare in 
the civil war. 

Your false friends then called 
Grant a “butcher”: and spoke of you 
who are listening to me as mercena- 
ries, as ‘“‘Lincoln’s. hirelings.”’ 
open foes—as in the resolution passed 
by the confederate congress in Octo- 
ber, 1862—accused you, at great 
length, and with much particularity, 
of “contemptuous disregard of the 
usages of civilized war;” of subject- 

‘ ; a . . 

ing women and childrén to “‘banish- 
ment, imprisonment and death;” of 
“‘murder,’”’ of “rapine,’”’ of “outrages 
on women,” of “lawless cruelty,” of 
“perpetrating atrocities which would 
be disgraceful to savages;” and Abra- 
ham Lincoln was singled out for es 
pecial attack because of his “‘spirit of 
barbarous ferocity.” ' 

Verily, these men who thus foully 
slandered you have their heirs today 
in those who traduce our armies in 
the Philippines, who fix their eyes on 
individual deeds of wrong so keenly 
that at last they become blind to the 
great work of peace and freedom that 
has already been accomplished. 

Peace and freedom—are there two bet- 
ter objects for which « soldier can fight? 
Well, these are precisely the objects for 
which our soldiers are fighting -in the 
Philippines. When there is talk of the 
cruelties committed in the Philippines, re- 
member always that by far the greater 
proportion of these cruelties have been 
committed by the insurgents against their 
own pedple—as well as against our sol- 
diers—and that not only the surest but 
the only effectual way of stopping them 
is by the progress of the American arms. 
The victories of the American army have 
been the really effective means of putting 
a stop to cruelty in the Philippines. Wher- 
ever these victories havé been complste— 
and such is now the case throughout tite 
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smolders there is always a chance for 
cruelty to show itself. : 
Object of Conquest. 

Our soldiers, conquer; and, what is the 
object for which they conquer? To estas. 
lish a military government? No. The 
laws we .are now endeavoring to enact 
for the government of the Philippines. are 
to increase the power and domain of the 
civil at the expense of the military au- 
thorities, and to render even more diffi- 
cult than in the past the chance of op- 
‘pression. ‘The military power is used to 
secure peace, in order that it may itself 
be supplanted by the civil government. 
The progress of the American arms means 
‘the abolition of cruelty, the bringing of 
peace, and the rule of law and order -un- 
der the civil government. Other nations 
have conquered to. create ifres onsible 
military rule. We conquer to bring just 
and responsible civil government to the 
conquered. 

But our armies do more than bring 
pedce, do more than bring order. They 
bring freedom. Remember always that 
the independence of a tribe or a commu- 
nity may, and often does, have nothing 
whatever to do with the freedom of the 
individual in that tribe or community. 

Wherever in the rb an ie pg the insur- 
rection has been definitely and_finally 
put down, there the individual Filipino 
already enjoys such freedom, such per- 
sonal liberty, under our rule, as he could 
never even dream of under the rule of 
an ‘“‘independent’’ Aguinaldian oligarchy. 

The-slowly learned and difficult art of 
self-government, ‘an art which our peo- 
ple have taught themselves by the labor 
of a thousand’ years, cannot be grasped 

in a day by a people only just emerging 
from conditions of life which our ances- 
tors left behind them in the dim years 
before history dawned. We believe that 
we can rapidly teach the people of the 
Philippine islands not only how to enjoy 
but how to make good use of their free- 
dom; and with their growing knowledge 
their growth in self-government shall 
keep steady pace. When they have thus 
shown their capacity for real freedom 
by their power of self-government, then, 
and not till then, will it be possibile to 
decide whether they are to exist inde- 
pendently of us or be knit to us by ties 
of common friendship and interest. When 
that day will come it is not in human 
wisdom now to foretell. All that we can 
say with certainty is that it would be put 
back an immeasurable distance if we 
should yield to the counsels of unmanly 
weakness and turn loose the islands to 
see. our victorious foes butcher with re- 
volting,cruelty our betrayed friends, and 
shed the blood of the. most humane, tho 
most enlightened, the most peaceful, the 
wisest dnd the Best of their own number 
—for these are the classes who have al- 
ready learned to -weleome our rule, 
Duty to Our Country. 

Nor, while fully acknowleéging our du- 
ties to others, need we forget our duty 
‘to our own country. -The Pacific sea- 
board is as much to us ds the Atlantic; 
as we grow in power and prosjprity so 
eur interests will grow in that farthest 
west which is the !mmemorial east. The 
shadow of our destiny has already 
reached to the shores of Asia. The 
might of our people already looms large 
‘against the world horizon; and it will 
loom ever larger as the years go by. No 
statesman has a right to neglect the 
interests of our people in the Pacific; in- 
terests which are important to all our 
people, but which are of most importance 
to those of our people who have bujit 
populous and thriving states on the west- 
ern slope of our continent. 

This should no more be a party ques- 
tion than the war for the union. should 
have been a party question, At this 
moment the man in highest office in the 
Philippine islands igs the vice governor, 
General Luke Wright, of Tennessee, who 
gallantly wore the gray in the civil war 
and who is now working hand in hand 
with the head of’ our army in the Phil- 
ippines, Adna Chaffee, who in the civil 
war .gallantly wore the blue. Those two, 
and the men under them, from the north 
and from the south, in civil life and in 
military life, as teachers, as administra- 
tors, as soldiers, are laboring mightily 
for us who live at home. Here and there 
black sheep are to be found among them; 
but taken as a whole they represent as 
high a standard of public_service as this 
country has ever Seen. They are doing 
a great work for civilization, a great 
work for the honor and the interest of 
this*natfon, and above all for the wel- 
fare of the inhabitants of the Philippine 
islands. All honor to them; and shame. 
thrice shame/ to us if we fail to uphold 
their hands! 

Great Applause for Roosevelt. 

The applause accorded the president as 
he concluded was long and continuous, 
and as he took his seat some one in the 
audience cried out; 

“Three cheers for our brave president,”’ 
whereupon a mighty shout went up from 
the throats of the thousands who had 
crowded into every available spot to hear 
tim. .’ 

General Torrance, commander in chief 
of the G.,.A. R., followed the president 
with a few remarks, and then tho services 
were brought to a close with the playing 
of ‘‘Ameriea’’ by the band, the choir and 
assembly joining, and benediction by 
Henry 8S. Stevens, department chaplain. 

Immediately after the memorial exer- 
cises at: the amphitheater the monument 
erected to the memory of Colonel Edgar 
O. Connor, of the Second Wisconsin regi- 
ment was unveiled in the presence of a 
number of his comrades. The addresseof 
the occasion was delivered by Representa- 
tive John J. Jenkins, of Wisconsin. 

At Soldiers’ home, at Battle Ground 
cemetery, near the site of Old Fert 
Stevens, at St. Blizabeth and at other 
cemeteries appropriate services were held. 
Secretary Shaw delivered the oration at 
Battle Ground cemetery.

Speaks at Tomb of 
First President. 


WASHINGTON IS FIRST 
IN HEARTS OF FILIPINOS 


That Is, Buencamino Says So—The 
. Senor Says Filipinos Opposing 
United States Are Enemies 
to Civilization of the 

- Islands. 


Washington, May 30.—Senor. Felipe 
Buencamino, the head of the federal 
party in the Philippines, accompanied by 
the Filipinos now in Washington, paid 
a pilgrimage to Mount Vernon today. 
While there Senor Buencamino made an 
address at the tomb of Washington in 
which he said fn part: 

“Brothers: It has been written in the 
history of this great republic that Wash- 
ington is-first in peace, first in war and 
first in the hearts of his countrymen. 
We must insist that hereafter the fol- 
lowing words be added thereto: 

“Washington also occupies the first 
place next to the immortal Dr. Rizal in 
the hearts of the Filipinos. Both devoted 
their precious lives to secure that liberty 
of their respective peoples. In the union 
of these two noble sentiments is based 
the firm faith of the Philippine federal 
party in the American 
whether the republican or the demo- 
cratic party is in power. 

‘Both parties love Washington and they 
will never betray their great father. 
Either party will give a just, stable and 
liberal government to our country, be- 
cause the people of our country are at 
the present time under the protection of 
Washington’s people. 

“The practical, useful and beneficial 
action on our part is to give our loyal, 
noble and sincere aSsistance to the gov- 
ernment of the United States in the dif- 
ficult work of the regeneration of our 
country. When I stopped at Honolulu I 
was greatly impressed by the fact that 
American civilization has in a period 
of less th three years already mani- 
fested the most magnificent results. Why 
is this? Because the wise and civilized 
measures taken by the American gov- 
ernment in Honolulu find no obstacles 
of whatsoever kind. The fertile Ameri- 
can civilization is accepted in Honolulu 
just as well as it was accepted in Louis- 
iana and in California, and because it 
was so accepted in these last named 
states is due the complete happiness and 
welfare of the people, exactly as was 
the case with the people of the thirteen 
original states. 

‘Tf the Filipinos place obstacles in the 
way of the execution of the steps taken 
by the American government, instead of 
loyally. and frankly assisting it, it will 
be our own fault if we continue living 
so far behind-the times as well as sB0 
miserably. 

“Brothers, glory to Washington, glory 
to America, glory to the Philippines, and 
let us have faith that thé American gov- 
érnment will effect a rerénératior of a 
beneficial character of our nation, ‘be- 
cause I was thus assured yesterday 
morning by President Roosevelt, and 
President Roosevelt spoke in the name 
of the great people of the United States.”’ 


Services at Chattanooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 30—The graves 
of 14,000 goldiers in the national ceme- 
tery here were decorated today, including 
the graves of about 200 of the veterans of 
the Spanish-American war.

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HERBERT COMING 


JS ANBASSADO 


He Wil Probably Be Named 
to Succeed Late Pauncefote 


Appointwment Will Not Be Announced 
Until Pauncefote’s Remains 
Reach England—Herbert’s 
Wife Was Miss Wilson, 
of New York. 


London; May 30.—The Hon. Michael 
Henry Herbert, who is nominally secre- 
tary of the British embassy at Paris, 
will probably be the yext British am- 
bassador to the United States, in sueces- 
sion to the late Lord Pauncefote. 

Mr. Herbert's appointment will proba- 
bly not be announced until the remains 
of Lord Pauncefote arrives in England. 
The only question in regard to Mr. Her- 
bert’s selection is the approval of King 
Edward. : 

The Associated Press understands, that 
his majesty is taking a keen personal 
interest in the matter of Lord Paunce- 
fote’s successor, but he will not be asked 
Officially to confirm or disapprove the 
candidate of the foreign office until the 
period of time during which the govern- 
ment pays respect to the late Lord 
Pauncefote has elapsed. 

While there is no reason to believe that 
King Edward wil! object to Mr. Herbert, 
who has the official backing of both Eng- 
lish and American diplomats, there must 
always remain an element of doubt in 
the matter until the suggested appiont- 
ment receives the royal sanction, and 
especially in view of the acute attention 
which his majesty has given to this im- 
portant promotion. 

The matter of Mr. Herbert's going to 
Washington has been still further corh- 
plicated by the unexpected delay in send- 
ing over Lord Pauncefote’s remains. * 
Delay About Pauncefote’s Remains. 

The® British officials fully expected 
Lord Pauncefote’s body would arrive in 
England prior to the coronation of King 
Edward, and it is not little disconcerted 
by the receipt of dispatches announcing 
that the obsequies in England will not 
occur until July. 

While nominally secretary to the Brit- 
ish embassy at Paris, Mr. Herbert is 
really minister plenipotentiary to France. 
and as such he frequently acts in most 
important criges in the absence of Sir 
Edmund J. Monson, Great Britain’s am- 
bassador there.

Sir Henry Howard, who is 
now Great Britain's minister at The 
Hague and who was for many years at- 
tached to the British legation at Wash- 
ington, married Miss Riggs, of Washing- 
ton; Sir Francis R. Plunkett, the British 
ambassador at Vienna, married Miss 
Morgan, of Philadelphia; Lord Curzon, 
of Keddleston, viceroy of India, married 
Miss Leiter, of Washington; Austin Lee, 
Great Britain's commercial attache to 
France, Belgium and Switzerland, mar- 
ried Miss DeWolf Smith, of New York, 
and Alan Johnstone, the British charge 
d'affaires at Darmstadt, married Miss 
Pinchot, of New York 

Before the new ambassador at Wash- 
ington takes up his duties the salary at- 
tached to the position will probably be 
put upon a par with the highest patd ?n 
Great Britain’s diplomatic service, name- 
ly, that which is paid the ambassador at 
Paris, £9,000 a year.

NOT ACTUAL ANNIVERSARY 


Kink Was Born November 9, but Or- 
dered That May 30 Be Ob- 
served Instead. 


London, May 30.—The birthday of King 
Edward, who was born November 9, 11, 
was officially celebrated today, it having 
been decided as announced in The Offi- 
cial Gazette, April 15, that his majesty’s 
r natal day was to be celebrated in Lon- 
don and on the home stations, May 30, 


military display. On thé other hand, 
foreign stations will celebrate it No 
vember 3, the actual anniversary of his 
majesty’s birth. 

General interest in the celebration was 
apparently not seriously diminished by 
the expectations of the great series of 
events surrounding the coronation. The 
towns throughout the kingdom were 
gaily decorated and the shipping at the 
various ports made the gayest displays 
of bunting. The day was observed at all 
the home, military and naval headquar- 
ters with parades and salutes. 

The chief celebration was the cere- 
mony of “‘trooping the colors’’ on the 
Horse Guards parade here and the pre- 
senting of colors to the new Irish Guard. 
Stands covered with crimson cloth were 
erected on three sides of the parade 
ground and were occupied by thousands 
of privileged spectators, including the 
United States ambassador, Joseph H. 
Choate and Mrs. Choate, and the secre- 
tary of the United States embassy, Henry 
White. Thousands of other persons were 
grouped closely around the lines of sen- 
tries. The troops taking part in the 
ceremonies were battalions of the Irish 
Guards, Grenadier Guards, Scots Guards 
and detachments of the Life Guard 
His maiesty, who rode between the’ 
prince of Wales and the duke of Con- 
neaught, wore the uniform of colonel 
of the Irish, Guard. Lord Roberts, the 
commander in chief of the forces, who 
led the procession, also wore the uni- 
form of colonel of Irish Guard. 

Quéen Alexandra and other members 
of the royal family viewed the scene. 
The crowds present bared their heads 
while his majesty proceeded to the 
saluting point. After an inspection of 
the line of troops and the presentation 
of the colors, the ceremonies ended with 
a review of all the troops. 

The king during the afternoon pre- 
sented colors to the king's company of 
the Grenadier Guards. 

King Edward decorated the duke of 
Marlborough and the duke of Bixford 
with the insignia’ of the Order of the 
Garter of the Buckingham palace this 
afternoon.

MANY QUESTIONS PUT 
TO POTTS BY EMPEROR 


Kaiser Was on Horseback but (Potts 
Was Afloat—Spring Parade on 
the Tempc§ hof Field Was 
of Unusual Bril- 
liance. 


Berlin, May 30.—Lieutenant Commanéder 
Templin M. Potts, United States navy, 
who is to succeed Commander William 
H. Beehler as naval attache of the 
United States here October 1, next, was 
presented to Emperor William at noon 
today in the court yard of the castle. 
Lieutenant Commander Potts, who was 
In uniform, was directed to wait until 
his majesty returned from the spring 
parade of the Berlin and Potsdam gar- 
risons, on the Tempelhof field, and, after 
the ceremony of ‘“‘trooping the colors,’ 
Captain von Grumme presented the lieu- 
tenant commander to the emperor, who 
was on horseback. 

With the Meutenant commander stand- 
ing by the side of his horse, Emperor 
WilNam and the naval officer conversed 
for about ten minutes, his majesty ques- 
tioning the future naval attache with 
great rapidity as to where he was born, 
had he ever been in Germany before, 
where he had served, etc., eliciting al- 
most a complete autobiography of the 
naval officer. The emperor finally said 
he was glad Lieutenant Commander 
Potts had come to Berlin, and _ thus 
closed an jnformal] audtfence. 

The parade was unusually interesting 
this year. Thirty thousand troops, twice 
the usyal number, took part in it, for 
the edification of the shah, who divided 
with Emperor William the attentions of 
the crowd. The Templehof fie!d, splashed 
with the red, blue, yellow and white of 
the different regiments, looked like a 
vast tulip bed amid which sparkled 
countless points of light from bayonets, 
lance heads, helmets and culrassiers. 


MONT PELEE IS VERY QUIET. 


Admiral Servan Has Interview with 
Frofessor Robert Hill. 

Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 30, 2 p. m.—Mont Pelee has been 
very quiet today. 

The United States cruiser Cincinnati 
has left here for Castries, St. Lucia. 
George Kennan and his party are doing 
good work at the north end of the island 
and are all safe and well. 

Last night Admiral Servan invited Pro- 
fessor Robert T. Hill, the United States 
government geologist, on board the 
French cruiser Tage, Admiral Servan’s 
flagship, and had an interview with him 
upon his recent expedition to Mont Pelee. 


‘United States Consul Ayme acted as iIn- 


terpreter at the interview, which lasted 
three hours. 

Admiral Servan accepted Professor Hill's 
present theoretic attitude on the subject 
of the eruption and praised his caution in 
not arriving atf/an hypothesis until he 
has studied the data he has collected. 
Professor Hill told the admiral that his 
study of data had been finished on the 
spot. He satd Mont Pelee might erupt 
for a year more, but that the area of 
devastation would remain unchanged. As 
all the people had fled from the vicinity 
of the voleano no great loss of life woutd 
occur. Professor Hil) said Fort de France 
was perfectly safe. 

Washington, May 30.—Secretary Moody 
has received a number of dispatches con- 
cerning conditions at Martinique. Com- 
mander Thomas C. McLean, commandinz 
the Cincinnati, cables from Fort de 
France under date of 29th as follows: 

‘Eruptions volcanic continue. (Ce. 
casional great outbursts at intervals of 
few days. Mostly columns and masses 
of clouds, steam, smoke and ashes, shoot- 
ing up quickly to great heights. These 
alarm the people, but no serious damage 
is being done outside of the district 
where the first devastations occurred. 
Plenty of supplies here.”

DECREE SUSPENDING CORTES. 


Action of te Sagasta Is Being Se- 
verely Condemned. 


Madrid, May 30.—A decree suspending 
the sittings of the courts during the pres- 
ent session has been published in the Offi. 
cial Gazette and it is expected that the 
suspension will remain in force until 
next October. 

With the exception of the government 
organs, all the newspapers unanimously 
condemn senor Sagasta’s policy in ob- 
taining the consent of King Alphonso to 
the issuance of the decree. 


A crisis in the Spanish cabinet occurred 
May 27. At a meeting of the cabinet held 
that day Senor Canalejas, the then min- 
ister of agriculture, insisted upon the 
necessity of convening the chamber im- 
mediately to discuss the religious gues- 
tion. The other ministers opposed this 
proposal and Senor Canaléjas resigned. 
After this action, and in order to enable 
him to solve the difficulty, the other 
members of the cabinet placed their port- 
folios, at the digposal of the premier, 
Senor Segasta,. , 


Chinese ers Active. 

London, May 31.—The ShAnghai corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail cables the 
Boxers are acttve In-the province of Sze 
Chwan. They have warned the officials 
of Yang Hsien of their intention to ex- 
terminate the foreigners; and they have 
destroyed the Catholic and Protestant 
churches, killed and robbed people and 
are enrolling members in every village. 
Troops have been despatched to suppress 
the rebellion. 


Morgan After Italian Ships. 
London, May 31.—The Brussels corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph says 
that J. Pierpont Morgan’s journey to 
Italy is connected with negotiations for 
the incorporation of an important Italian 
shipping company in the ocean combine. 


THREAT IS MADE TO HUNGARY 


By the Premier of Austria, Dr. Von 
Koerber. 

Vienna, May 30.—During the discussion 
of the budget, which took place in the 
upper house of the reichsrath today, the 
Austrian premier, Dr. Von Koerber, ex- 
pressed his deep anxiety as to the issue 
of the Ausgleich negotiations with Hun- 
gary and the possibility of the establish- 
ment of a customs tariff common to both 
countries. The premier . intimated that 
much as Austria desired to maintain its 
friendship with Hungary, there were cer- 
tain lengths of eoncessions to which it 
was impossible for Austria to go. ‘ 

Dr. Von Koerber’s statement was re- 
ceived with loud applause. 


TRRUGER YIBLDS 10 PORS 


Alleged Former Boer President Will 
Sign Peace Terms. 


A SETTLEMENT IS REACHED 


Lord Rosebery Says He Is Sure That 
Peace Will Soon Be. 
Announced. 


Brussels, May 30.—It is said here that 
the Boer delegates in Europe now admit 
that peace in South Africa has been 
secured and that the settlement between 
the Boers and Great Britain will be 
signed in the name of the former citizens 
of the two South pete republics who 
are now in Europe, including Mr. Kru- 
ger, thus preventing the irreconcilables 
from continuing a guerrilla warfare on 
the pretext that they are obeying the 
orders of the Boer delegates in Europe. 

Rosebery Confident of Peace. 

London, May 30.—Speaking at Leeds 
tonight, Lord Rosebery advised the lead- 
ers of the liberal party to postpone the 
announcement of the programmes until 
there was some immediate prospect of 
getting them carried out. 

Lord Rosebery said the first and great- 
st question before the house was peace, 
which he believed, would be announced in 
a few days. He said he hoped that dil 
might be able to support the government 
policy of pacification, but warned his 
hearers that the ministry was not con- 
cluding peace with a crushed foe, to 
whom no further attention need be paid. 
The speaker said he hoped the govern- 
ment would be wise enough to adopt a 
generous policy and convert brave foes 
into brave friends. This certainly couica 
be done, said Lord Rosebery, on the 
lines heretofore sketched by Lord Salis- 
bury, the premier, who said “a resolute 
government might be required for gen- 
erations.”’ 

Reférring to the present financial pol- 
icy of the government, Lord Rosebery 
said he thought the tax on corn was a 
prelude to a sort of zollverein throughout 
the empire. He said he could not sum- 
marily dismiss any proposal’ for the 
closer union of the British empire, but 
that the advantages must be demonstra- 
bly great to justify such a departure as 
a zoilverein would necessitate, and this 
departure would mean giving up the cona- 
trol of Great Britain’s financlal system 
to the British colonies, 


| Trouble in Cape Colony. 

London, May 30.—In connection with 
the resignation of Dr. J. W. Smart, the 
commissioner of public works, from the 
Cape Colony cabinet, which is announced 
from Cape Town, is an interesting sidy 
light on the difficulties likely to confront 
the British administrators of South Af- 
rica after the conclusion of peace is fur- 
nished by an article which will be pub- 
lished in tomorrow’s Empire Review, 
‘the editor of which claims to have ex- 
ceptional sources of information The 
writer of the article points out that the 
Cape Colony will present a most serious 
mroblem after the close of hostilities. 
+ The province, which is nominally self- 
governing, is now deprived of a consti- 
tution, is under military law and is 
honeycombed with disloyalty from end 
to end. The author of the article de- 
clares further that if an attempt is made 
to restore the constitution The Afrikan- 
derbund will surely dominate the politi- 
cal situation and that campaign speeches 
will fan the existing race hatred to a 
worse Btate than before or during the 
war. 

“The only safety for the whole of Soutn 
Africa, according to the Review, lies in 
smothering the last spark of sedition 
and in transferring the cape to a crogn 
colony and goverrming it on that basis 
for several years to come. 

The Times, dealing editorially with the 
@mcmentous situation which has arisen 
in Cape Colony, advocates the temporary 
administration of the cape as a crown 
colony as the only safe, prudent course. 


No News from Africa. 

The government has not yet received 
the decision from the Boer conference 
at Vereeninging, Transvaal, which was 
expected today and which was to @nable 
Mr. Balfour, the government leader in 
the house of commons, to make his state- 
ment ccncerning peace next Monday. 

A dispatch receilved here from Pretoria 
says that the British columns in South 
Africa, especially the horses, have bee. 
greatly benefited by their long rest. All 
preparations have been made, says the 
dispatch, and Lord Kitchener will again 
take the field if there is any delay in 
the acceptance of Great Britain’s terms 
by the Boers. 

In the meantime preparations are being 
made for the repatriation of the Boer 
refugees upon the termination of hos- 
tilities.

Cincinnati, May 30.—The wrestling 
match between Tom Jenkins, of Cleve- 
land, and Charley Wittmer, of this city, 
today resulted in a victory for Jenkins. 
The contest was at mixed styles. Witt- 
mer won the Graeco-Koman in twenty- 
four minutes.

Avent of the Operators Is 
Mobbed at Wilkesbarre. 


He Was Barely Saved from Death. 
Engineers Employed in Collieries 
Ask That Strike Order Be 
Rescinded—Leaders: Op- 
pose General Strike. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 30.—An agent for 
a West Virginia coal eompany, who has 
been in the city the past week hiring men 
to go south, was assaulted Dy striking 
miners and their sympathizers at a 
Slavish settlement in the northern part 
of this city today. The party making the 
afsault said the agent was endeavoring to 
get the anthracite miners to go to West 
Virginia to take the places of strikers 
there. The representative of the coal com- 
pany tried to escape by jumping on an 
electric car as it was passing, but he was 
pulled from the car and severely beaten, 
Cooler heads in the crowd saved him from 
probably fatal injuries. 

The committee representing many of the 
engineers of the Lackawanna and Wyo- 
ming valleys were at President Mitchell's 
readquarters in this city today. They are 
bearers of a message from the engineers 
employed at many collieries of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western, the Del- 
aware and Hudson, the Erie and other 
companies, to the executive officers of the 
United Mine Workers, in which they re 
quest that the strike order issued by the 
executive committee last week, ordering 
out all the engineers, firemen and pump- 
men, be rescinded. The committ2e say the 
men they represent are opposed to going 
on strike. It can be stated positively that 
the order will not be rescinded. 

Oppose General Strike. 

Indianapolis, Ind., May 30.—W. H. Wil- 
son, secretary and treasurer of the United 
Mine Workers of America, will leave for 
Columbus, Ohio, tomorrow. The national 
officers are generally understood to be op- 
posed to calling a general strike at this 
time, and it is believed they are trying to 
organize the men outside the five districts 
that want the strike to defeat any move- 
ment in that direction in the proposed 
convention. 

Deputies Sworn In. 

Shamokin, Pa., May 30.—One hundred 
deputies were sworn in here today by jus- 
tices of the peace at the request of the 
coal conipanies. The special policemen 
will be distributed at collieries in this dis- 
trict to protect men in the fire rocms and 
at the pumps who remain at work next 
Monday. 

Mitchell in Chicago. |

RULES FOR FREIGHT CARS. 


Railroad Men Meet in Cincinnati To 
Interpret Code. 

Cincinnati, May 30.—Railroad officials 
from all over the United States and Can- 
ada held a meeting Here today to inter- 
pret the code on per diem rules of gov- 
erning settlement for the use of freight 
cars as adopted recently by the Amert- 
can Railway Association, and whica code 
is to go into effect July 1 

Under this code of rules a charge of 2 
cents for every twenty-four hours after 
the ca ris off its own road and in use 
of another is imposed instead of a charge 
of 6-10 of a cent per mile as at present. 


FELT DEATH SIX TIMES. 


A Minneapolis Man Describes the 
Sensations of Dissolution. 


Probably no man ever lived who hag 
not at one time or another asked himself 
the question, ‘“‘How does it feel to die?’”’ 

In Minneapolis there lives a man who is 
able to answer it. This man, whose expe- 
rience baffles comparison, is William J.

Rohr is confident that the slender thread 
that holds his Hfe possesses marvelous 
strength, for he*has passed through the 
following ordeal, each of which brought 
him from the water. 

Fell through a hole in the ice while 
skating on a mill pond; unconscious when 
taken from ‘the water. 

Fell into a river while protecting a 
bridge against an ice floe; unconscious 
when taken from the water. 

Smothered in an air-tight trunk while 
hiding in a game of ‘“‘hide and seek;”’ un- 
ecnscious when found. 

Fell overya precipice in St. Paul to the 
ground beldw, a distance of 10 feet; un- 
conscious when picked up. 

Stricken with consumption and given up 
to die, but refused to allow physicians to 
have their way.

Portland, Oreg., May 380.—Sylvester 
Pennoyer, ex-governor of Oregon, died 
suddenly this afternoon of heart failure. 

Governor Pennoyer was born in Tomp- 
king county, New York, July 6, 1831, and 
was in his 7ist year. His nomination for 
the governorship was brought about 
chiefly by his bold stand against Chinese 
immigration. 

He was brought prominently before the 
country in 1891 by his refusal to meet 
President Harrison at the state line, 
when the latter was on a visit to the Pa- 
cific coast. He was again much talked 
about in 1893, when he told President 
Cleveland to “attend to his own busi- 
ness.” The telegraphic correspondence 
between Secretary of State Walter Q.

RESURRECTION ‘OF PLANTS. 


Some Actually Come to Life and Oth- 
ers Only Seem To Revive. 

There are plants which, when dried 

and apparently dead, take on the form of 
life again when they are soaked in 
water. There are two kinds of revival— 
one real, the other apparent. A writer 
in La Science MDlustree says that return 
to ife, either in a complete form or in 
part, is quite frequent in the vegetable 
world where the influence of humidity 
and dryness is more marked than among 
animals. 
One naturalist has taken fine raisins, 
of the variety known as Imperial Mala- 
ga, and planted the stem in moist earth. 
This stem, four inches long, in three 
months had a shoot of three additional 
inches.

The power 
plant of the Golden Foundry and Machine 
Company, situated in -the rear of the 
houses, had a narrow escape. A wooden

The alley 
is very narrow and both sides were swept, 
only two houses being left standing. 

The heat was intense and the firemen 
had sdéme dangerous experiences. In 
fighting the fire they placed doors and 
other objects before them to protect their 
faces from the heat, and in several cases 
the doors caught fire. One man’s hair 
caught fire, but was extinguisned. A ne- 
gro woman ran out of a house with her 
clothing afire, but it was extinguished. 
Another negro woman rushed into a burn- 
ing house when it was about to fall in, 
and risked her life to save a picture of 
President McKinley. A mother of one 
day was forced to flee from one house 
with her child in her arms. Most of the 
houses” were occupied by disreputable 
characters. ‘Three hundred feet of hose 
was burned. Most of the furniture was 
taken from the nouses and placed on Sev- 
enth avenue, and it afterwards caught 
and was burned. 


NEGRO STEALS A LUMBER YARD. 


Zip Duncan Makes Large Sales at 
Decatur, Ala. 

Decatur, Ala, May 30.—(Special.)—De- 
eatur maintains her position as the ban- 
ner town of the Tennessee valley. Several 
months ago a whole saw mill was pur- 
loined by a Decatur white man, and now 

-comes a negro named Zip Duncan, who 
has stolen and sold a whole lumber yard, 
containing nearly four hundred thousand 
feet of oak lumber, worth from $15 to $20 
per 1,000 feet. The lumber was the prop- 
erty of the Boston Lumber Company, A. 
Stretch, agent, and the lumber was sawed 
by Arantz Bros. for the Boston Lumber 
Company and placed in their yard. 

The negro Zip Duncan was arrested and 
given a preliminary trial and acknowl- 
edged having sold 210,000 feet of the }Jum- 
ber to Decatur and New Decatur men, 
from whom he received various. sums, 
amounting to $190. Several of these men, 
among whom are J. E. Penny, a real es- 
tate and insurance->man of New Decatur; 
James Dutton, a prominent planter of 
Limestone county, and J. J. Sykes, a well- 
known negro. saloon proprietor, § ac- 
knowledge having bought the lumber 
from Duncan, for which they paid the 
money and afterward took the money 
back and gave Duncan checks. One of 
them also acknowledged that he knew 
Duncan was an ex-convict at the time of 
the purchase. Civil suits have been filed 
against the purchasers of the lumber by 
tJe Boston Lumber Company, and it is 
probable that cases of another nature will 
be made.

New Orleans Exchanges 
Closed During Funeral 
Services. 


STREET CARS STOOD 
STILL FOR TEN MINUTES 


Dying Request of Presbyterian Di- 
vine That No Orations Be Made 
at His Funeral Was Com- 
plied With—Thousands 
at the Funeral. 


New Orleans, May 30.—The funeral of 
Rev. Dr. B. M. Palmer today was attend- 
ed by thousands of people of all classes 
and creeds. No such funeral in point of 
numbers has been seen in this city since 
‘that of the late confederate president, 
Jefferson Davis, who died here. There 
were thousands who could not secure 
entrance to the church, but who stood in 
front of the church throughout the ser- 
vices, which lasted from 10 to 11 o'clock. 
was the wish of the dead preacher 
that no funeral orations be pronounced 
over him. This request was complied 
with, two of the city ministers, who had 
been his theological students, Dr. R. O. 
Mallard and James H. Hall, speaking 
breifly, but In no way elaborately. 

All the street cars of the city were 
stopped ten minutes at 10 o'clock, the time 
his funeral began. This was especially 
remarked becavee Dr. Palmer’s death had 
been caused by a street car accident. All 
the commercial exchanges were closed, as 
well as many places of business, and the 
flag on the city hail was floated at half 
mast.

Yazoo City People and the Petition

Jackson, Miss., May 30.—(Special.)—

in his stead, passed through Jackson last 
night en -route to Washington to lay 
his protest before President Roosevelt.

directly contradicts the report of the 
postoffice inspector who advised that 
Captain Everett be removed.

, Captain Everett will place a letter be- 
fore the president from the editor of one 
of the Yazoo City papers in which it is 
shown that Edgar S. Wilson, the patron- 
age referee, adopted a rather peculiar 
method of securing Bennett's indorse- 
ment. According to this letter the referee 
visited Yazoo City and informed severa] 
citizens that he desired to appoint a dep- 
uty United States marshal from that 
town and thus secured signed indorse- 
ments of Bennett from persons who were 
not aware that a postoffice change was 
impending. This feature of the case has 
produced much indignation in Yazoo City, 
and the people accuse the referee of 
double dealing and of failing to inquire 
into their wishes respecting the post- 
office.

TROOPS AT ANDERSONVILLE. 


THEIR PRESENCE PREVENTED 
USUAL DISORDERLY SCENES. 


Fitzgerald Post, Grand Army of the 


Republic, Had Charge of the 
Decoration of Graves. 


Andersonville, Ga., May 30.—(Special.) 
Graves of the 14,000 federal soldiers in 
the national cemetery here were decorated 
today under the auspices of Fitzgerald 
post, Grand Army of the Republic. The 
exercises were Of a more elaborate scale 
than usual and more white people partic1- 
pated than on former occasions. The con- 
tinued attendance of state and federal 
troops to maintain order is having the 
effect of keeping away the disorderiy 
colored element and at the samg time 
explains the increased attendance of the 
white people. Captain G. L. Williams, 
commanding the Americus Light In- 
fantry, and Captain Devore, command- 
ing three companies of federal troops 
from Fort McPherson, maintained order 
at the cemetery and in the city. No dis- 
order of any kind was reported and onffy 
six arrests were made. 

This is quite an improvement over for- 
mer occasions, when considerable disor- 
der occurred, and is attributable to the 
presence of troops to maintain order. 

Only One from Macon. 

Macon, Ga., May 30.—(Spectal..—W. H. 
Schatsman was the only citizen, white or 
black, from Macon, who attended decor- 
ation day exercises at Andersonville. 
Formerly several thousand people, prin- 
cipaly blacks, annually went from Ma- 
con, but no excursion trains were run 
this year from here by the railroads on 
account of the rowdyism and disorder 
that have previously marked these ex- 
cursions. Mr. Schatsman wired Governor 
Nash, of Ohio, today that he had dec- 
orated the Ohio monument at Anderson- 
ville with ‘“‘southland flowers.”

Creed Revision. 


But there is to be serious discussion as 
well as pleasure; clash of minds «and in- 
tensity of feeling as well as sight-seeing 
and handshaking and social intercourse. 
Hardly will the assembly be convened 
and the moderator chosen before the re- 
port of the committee on the revision of 
the confession of falth will be read, and 
the way opened for a discussion which 
will be of vital interest to the entire de- 
nomination and to other bodies of Chris- 
tlans who look toward the Presbyterlan 
church to find out what doctrines are 
held secure and what are shifting as the 
result of the theological pressure brought 
to bear upon them. It !s the belief of 
many Presbyterians that ‘tthe backbone 
of the Calvanistic system can be modli- 
fied and made less repellent to those not 
born in the Presbyterian church, but who 
wish to come into it as members or offi- 
cers. This doctrine, which teaches that 
God chose from the foundation of the 
world a certain number of men for eter- 
nal happiness and throws about them sus- 
taining grace which enables them to re- 
sist evil and reach heaven at last, is very 
comforting, not only to the mafority of 
Presbyterians, but to other denominations 
kept .rom union with the Presbyterian 
church because of ager upon other 
doctrines or upon met s of church gov- 
ernment. 

Amendment and Explanation. 


When the last assembly came to an un- 
derstanding, after its long debate, and 
agreed that there should be some changes 
made in the confession, it decided that 
the committee appointed to carry out its 
will should do so along these two lines: 
(1) Amendment, and (2) Explanation. The 
amendment is not to be in such a form 
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that the integrity of the Calvinistic sys- 
tem shall be impaired. The doctrines con- 
tained in the present confession maybe 
modified to avoid misconstruction, but it 
is not intended to weaken them. The ex- 
planation of the present doctrines, or of 
those modified, is to be put in the form 
Of a popular statement, written in sim- 
ple rather than in technical or scientific | 
terms. The purpose is to have a pam- 
phiet, brief in extent and simple in e¢on- 
tents, which may be placed in the hand 
of every one of the million communicants 
and of all those seeking admission to 
membership in the churches, which shail 
State officially the doctrines of the 
church. 

Two members of the revision commit- 
tee belong to the synod of Pennsylvania 
—the Rev. Dr. Charles A. Dickey, of 
Philadelphia, and William R. Crabbe, of 
Professor John Dewitt, of 
Princeton seminary, and Professor Hen- 
ry Van Dyke, of Princeton university, 
represent New Jersey. President George 
B. Stewart, of Auburn Theological sem- 
inary, formerly of Harrisburg, and John 
KE. Persons, of itthis city, gre the New 
York representatives. There are twenty- 
ene members of the ¢ommittee.

Results of the Committee’s Labors. 


Three meetings of the committee have 
been held during the year—two in Wash- 
ington and one in Philadelphia. At the 
December meeting, held.in Washin n, 
the brief statement of the, Reformed Faith 
in untechnical terms was prepared, con- 
taining sixteen articles, and also a d2- 
claratory statement relating to the doc- 
trine of election, the doctrine of elect in- 
fants and the doctrine of good works. 
rhese tentative statements were taken up 
more carefully at the February meeting, 
in Philadelphia. It is understood that the 
committee has decided upon “a state- 
ment in reference to the third chapter of 
the confession, declaring that the doc- 
trine of predestination is held in harmony 
with God's love for all mankind, and that 
no man is condemned except on the 
ground of his sip.'’ A second declaratory 
statement denies ‘“‘that the Presbyterian 
church teaches that any dying in infancy 
are lost, but holds that all dying in in- 
fancy are included in the election of 
grace.”’ 


The Conservative View. 


Important as is the change In the pres- 
ent confession, whether by declaratory 
statement or textual revision, it ig be- 
lieved that the brief statement of the re- 
formed doctrines marks a still greater 
departure from the confession of the 
seventeenth century, and opens a path 
for a new creed. While called a working 
creed, and intended by the appointment 
of the assembly as simply a popular state- 
ment, it is the fear of many conserva- 
tives that the next step will be an effore 
to substitute it for the Westminster con- 
fession. The articles of faith in the brief 
statement include these: God revelation. 
eternal purpose, the creation, the sin of 
man, the grace of God, our Lord Jesus 
Christ, faith and repentance, the “Holy 
Spirit, the new birth and the new life, 
the resurrection and the life to come, the 
church and the sacrament, the last judg- 
néent, Christian service and the final tri- 
umph., 


Method of Adopting the Revision. 


The report of the revision committee 
will probably be read on*the second day 
of the assembly, and an hour set for ita 
discussion, which will not be possible @n- 
til the following Wednesday afternoon, 18 
the board of home missions has Monday 
afternoon and all day Tuesday, and the 
board of foreign missions Wednesday 
forenoon. It is quite within the provinco 
of the body to postpone the discussion of 
any report on the work ef the boards of 
the church, but it would scarcely exer- 
cise that right with the two larger 
boards. If the commissioners approve the 
revision report as presented, or as it may 
be modified during the debate, it will then 
be transmitted to the presbyteries for 
their approval, but the matter as sent 
down cannot be changed by them. A sim- 
ple affirmative or negative answer must 
be returned to the question: Shall the 
following change be made in section 
of chapter —— of the confession of faith? 
If two-thirds of all the presbyteries agree 
upon the substitution of any section it 
takes the place of the one in the preseut 
confession, and thenceforth becomes a 
part of the constitution of the church.

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Danger of Centralized Wealth. 

John Gilmer Speed, in the current 
number of Ainslee’s Magazine, contrib- 
utes an interesting article on the distri- 
bution of wealth in the United States. 
Some of the figures he gives will no 
doubt be surprising to our readers. 
For example, he makes the statemcnt 
that 1 per cent cf the families of this 
country own more than half of the 
wealth represented on the tax books, 
and he puts the total number of fam- 
ilies at 15,500,000. Even the blindest 
‘A us cannot fail to detect in this itein 
of information an element of very 
grave danger to our institutions, as it 
plainly shows that we are slowly drift- 
ing toward the dreaded waters of cen- 
tralization. 

Mr. Speed divides the aggregate 
number of. families in this country 
into four classes, as follows: JQhe 
wealthy classes, worth $50,000 and 
over; the well-todo classes, worth 
from $5,000 to $50,000; -the middle 
classes, worth from $500 to. $5,000, 
and the poorer classes, worth under 
$500. Taking them up each in turn he 
finds that the wealthy classes embrace 
15.500 families, whose total property 
holdings amount to the enormous sum 
of $52,000,000,000, and whose aver- 
age assets are $335,500. Next comes 
the well-to-do classes, embracing 
1,937,700 famiiies with an aggregate 
wealth of $33,000,000,000 and an aver- 
age wealth of $17,000. Embraced in 
what are known as the middle classes 
therc are 6,773,400 families, with an 
aggregate wealth of $12,500,000,000 
‘and an average wealth of $1,850. Last-. 
ly the poorer classes embraca 6,773,109 
families, whose total property holdings 
aggrevate $2,500,000,000 and whose 
average assets are $370. Footing up 
the whole table he finds that all four 
of the classes into which the popula- 
tion is divided are together worth 
$100,000,000,000 and are separately 
worth on an average of $6,450. 

On examining the above figures 
more closely we will find that there 
are 13,746,800 families in this coun- 
try whose property holdings are not 
even up to the average; and this dis- 
closure, taken in connection with the 
appalling fact that more than one- 
palf of the total wealth of the popula- 
tion is owned by only 1 per cent of 
the families of the country, shows 
that the situation is really growing se- 
rious and that something must be done 
if we expect to remain a republic 
governed by tite wisdom of the many 
and not become an oligarchy governed 
by the edicts of the few. 


Together They Stand! 

President Roosevelt will have an op- 
portunity to do a great service to his 
countrymen, and particularly those of 
the south, both white and black, by 
vetoing the creation of a commission 
“to investigate the relations between 
the white and negro races in the Unit- 
ed States,” should congress fatuously 
order one. The worst thing that 
could happen to those races in these 
regions¢would be to send such a body 
of outrage-smellers among them.

Nothing for the General 
To Do Now Except To 
Draw Salary. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, May 34—(Special.)—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has taken a final fall out 
of General Miles, as has been published fn 
The Constitution by issuing an order 
which will prevent General Miles acting 
as secretary of war in the temporary 
absence of Secretary Root and Assistant 
Secretary Sanger. This means the al- 
most complete severance of relations be- 


quarters of the army. Former orders 
had provided for the contingency in 
which thd general commanding the army 
should act as secretary of war. With 
the revocation of that order the presi- 
dent assumes to himself the power of 
naming the officer who shall act when- 
ever tye occasion arises. While this or- 
der also deprives Adjutant General Cor- 
bin of the honor of serving at the head 
of the war department, unless especially 
requested to do so, there can be no doubt 
that its purpose is to put it out of the 
power of General Miles to hold this office 
under any possible state of affairs. 

There can be no question about the 
president’s right to do this, but it Is 
interesting as serving to emphasize the 
determination of President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Root to keep General Miles 
in the background. They have demon- 
strated this purpose to ignore Miles upon 
every possible occasion. Several times 
recently both President Roosevelt and 
Secretary Root have called General 5. 
B. M. Young into consultation concerning 
military matters -upon which it is natural 
to expect that they should have con- 
sulted the head of the army. General 
Young, who is here as president of the 
army war college, is generally expected 
to succeed to the position of commanding 
general when Miles _ retires. General 
Young accompanied the president to An- 
napolis when he attended the graduation 
exercises, and he was given compiete 
charge of the military arrangements of 
the Rochambeau statue ceremonies. 

By another order the adjutant general 
at army headquarters is deprived of the 
right to act as adjutant general in the 
absence of General Corbin. It is claimed 
that this action was not intended as 
any reflection upon Colonel Ward, but 
is intended to emphasize the end of the 
system of interchanging 6fficers between 
the war department and the headquarters 
of the army. 

If the president were to consult his 
own inclinations he would undoubtedly 
piace Géneral Miles upon the retired list 
and he would do so in the most per- 
emptory manner allowable. At one time 
he declared*it his purpose to do this. 
The reason he changed his mind was be- 
cause the politicians of his party point- 
ed out that such action toward a man 
with Miles’ record as a fighter would 
be resented by a great many men promi- 
nent in the republican party. Having 
listened to these political considerations, 
he does the next most natural thing, and 
that is, leaves the general commanding 
nothing to do but draw his salary. 


Governor Steele’s Defeat. 

One of the republican leaders of the 
house, a man who is regarded as strong 
on thea majority side and who {is so close 
to Chairman Payne, of the ways and 
means committee, and Mr. Dalzell, the 
most active man on that committee and 
also on the committee on rules, that 
the three are popularly called the Big 
Three, is Governor Steele, of Indiana. 
He has served in the house during eight 
congresses. The news has just come 
from Wabash, Ind., that on the 1012th 
ballot the republicans of his district have 
nominated for congress Frederick Lan- 
dis, of Logansport. 

Governor Steele gets his title from his 
services as governor of Oklahoma. He 
was the first governor of that territory. 
He was a HKeutenant colonel fn the civil 
war, is a farmer and pork-packer and 
a national] banker. There is no question 
of his prominence in the house, although 
a good many people who have not been 
brought into close contact with him have 
wondered how he managed to attain such 
prominence. 

The tendency to say nothing but good 
about the dead will probably prevent the 
expression of the real thoughts of many 
of -his -fellow-members toward Governor 
Steele in this his hour of defeat. The 
little coterie of republicans who have 
imagined themselves leaders of the house 
have had a good deal to werry them in 
the past two months, for *more than 
once has their leadership been over- 
thrown. On top of this experience comes 
the announcement of the defeat for re- 
nomination of one of their number. 

The lucky man to secure the nomina- 
tion is quite well known here in Wash- 
ington. He is a brother of Representative 
“Charlie” Landis, one of the most popu- 
lar men in congress, and seems to pos- 
sess a good deal of his brother’s ability 
to tie men to him. He is said to he a 
brilliant orator and to have forged to

the front in Indiana politics through his 
Own merits as a campaign worker. In 
Washington he was here as secretary 
to his brother. When he left last year 
to go to his home in Indiana, Repre- 
sentative Landis said something to him 
about articles he would need when he 


came back to Washington. Thereupon: 


he declared himself. He would never 
come back to Washington unle@ he came 
as @ member of congress. He wert home 
and started a vigorous campaign, and, 
assisted doubtless by the feeling among 
Indiana republicans toward the ring of 
which Steele was a member, he has suc- 
ceeded afte? a long struggle in attaining 
the height of this ambition, for he liv2s 
in a district where nomination is equal 
to election. 


Clerks to Members. 

The clerks to members of the house 
will wear an additional feather now, 
since the nomination of Frederick Lan- 
dis. Up to three years ago he was a 
clerk to his brother, Representative 
Charles B. Landis, who is still in the 


house and who has been nominated for 
the next congress. Representative As- 
bury Francis Lever, a petite but very 
congenial little chap from South Carolina, 
was until about a year ago clerk to Rep- 
resentative Stokes, of that state. whom 
he succeeded when Mr. Stokes died. Rep- 
resentative Amos L. Allen, of Maine, was 
clerk to Speaker Reed many years ago, al- 
though in that capacity he drew $2,000 a 
year, where the clerks of members get 
only $100 a month, or $1,200 a year. Mr. 
Allen is now serving his second term in 
the house and will be renominated and 
reelected this fall. Representative Walter 
Oakley Hoffecker, of Smyrna, Del., who 
served during the second session of the 
fifty-sixth congress, had been his father’s 
clerk, but he was elected only to fill out 
the term that his father, John Henry 
Hoffecker, left at his death. The late 
Speaker Cri8p’s son also served as a 
member of the house during his father’s 
unexpired term. He had been the ex- 
speaker’s private secretary. Many other 
private secretaries have aspired to the 
house and failed, among them Joseph P. 
Hall, of Bangor, Me., who was for many 
years clerk of the late Representative 
Charles E. Boutelle, of Maine. William 
Tyler Page, of Maryland, clerk of the 
hotise committee on accounts, is now a 
candidate for congress from the second 
Maryland district. 

Fred Landis is known as “Buck” Lan- 
dis among his prospective constituents 
and the name originated in a peculiar 
manner. All the Landis boys, and there 
are about six of them, started in life as 
newspaper men in some capacity. Fred 
used to deliver papers in Logansport. It 
was necessary for him to get up at 32 
o'clock in the morning, and his good 
mother used to get up to light the lan- 
tern and help him saddle the old buck- 
skin horse. A faithful old steed was this, 
and the newspaper route he knew as well 
as his rider. He would careen from one 
side of the street to the other with won- 
derful intelligenfe, stopping at every door 
where a subscriber lived. Fred, with a 
bundle of papers under each arm, would 
throw one out at each door as the old 
horse moved on. The residents accord- 
ingly called the newsboy “Buck’’ from 
the color of his horse. 

Brothers in Congress. 

It is not infrequent for brothers to 
serve together in the house, although it 
is not as frequent that they come from 
one state. Claude Kitchin, of Scotland 
Neck, N. C., and W. W. Kitchin, of Rox- 
boro, N. C., are brothers and both dem- 
ocratic members of this house. Charlie 
Landis and Fred Landis will in all prob- 
ability be members of the next house 
from Hoosierdom. Henry D. Clayton, of 
Eufaula, Ala., hag been for some years 
a democratic member of the house. In 
the last congress he had as a colleague 
his brother, Representative Bertram C. 
Clayton, of Brooklyn, N. Y. The most 
notable case of brothers in congress to- 
gether was the three Washburne quite a 
number of years ago, all natives of Maine, 
but members from three different states— 
Maine, Illinois and Minnesota. 

Reconcentrado for Him. 

It was noted in Senator Hoar’s memor- 
able speech of Thursday that he con- 
sistently adhered to the us; of the word 
“reconcentrado” in referring to the 
camps in the Philippines, and not 
word ‘“concentration.’’ When Senator 
Bacon, of Georgia, was speaking earlier 
in the week Senator Spooner called him 
down on the use of the term ‘“reconcen- 
trado,”” and suggested that ‘the proper 
term in reference to the camps in the 
Philippines was ‘“concentration.’’ Th>° 
Wisconsin senator declared rather hotly 
that the Georgia senator was trying to 
give the idea that the concentration 
camps of the Americans were equal in 
their horror to. those of Weyler in Cuba 
Senator Hoar interrupted to say that 
Senator Bacon could adopt the gratuitous 
suggestion of Senator Spooner if the chose, 
but that for himself he proposed to use 
the term applied to ‘the Weyl’r camrs, 
“reconcentrado,” and he was careful 
throughout his speech to foll out the 
longer term. 

The Heroes of Cowpens.

The bill providing for the © formal 
transfer of title to the masts of the Don 
Juan d'Austria and the Aimirante 
Oquendo to the state of Alabama has 
passed both houses of congress, and 
will undoubtedly be signed by the presi- 
dent.

This was 
subsequently corrected, and the reasons 
given Dy the members of the house com- 
mittee for striking out this particular 
clause were presented. General Wheel-> 
er, on seeing the first article in The Con- 
stitution, at once wrote Chairman Hale, 
of the senate naval affairs committee,.re- 
questing that the committee amend the 
bill reported by the house by giving 
Captain Hobson the full credit. “If my 
name appears anywhere in the bil’ or in 
the report, I beg that it be stricken out, 
as there is certainly no reason or jus- 
tico for its insertion,”” wrote General 
Wheeler. And he added, “To Captain 
Hobson is due all the credit of saving 
the masts, and for this service he 
should have the thanks of not Alabama 
alone, but the thanks of the general 
governmert, because when the masts 
are erected at the state capital at 
Montgomery any benefit which  wiil 
accrue to that state will equally accrue 
to the United States.”’ 

This request to Senator Hale was 
made upon General Wheeler learning of 
the report in question, but it reached 
the senator too late, as the bill had 
already been passed in the form in which 
it went through the house. In that 
there is no mention either of Captain 
Hopson or of General W aeeler. 

General Wheeler was in Washington 
a few days ago, and while here took 
occasion to deny the published reports 
that he is going to attend the coronation 
exercises in England. He and his 
daughter will not be in London 
during the coronation exercises. Gen- 
eral Wheeler is going to witness the 
military maneuvers in Russia, Germany 
and France. 

“If I were to be in London,” said 
General Wheeler, “I should probably 
like to see the coronation procession as 
it went by, because it will be a pageant 
worth gazing upon, but I see by the 
advertisements that windows from which 
a view of the eoronation procession can 
be had are being held at £250 to £300. 
I would be willing to give as much as 
$20 for a comfortable stand, but I don’t 
think I would be willing to give from 
$1,000 to $1,500 to see that or any other 
procession. I have seen a few interest- 
esting ones in my life, and without the 
expenditure of any”™very great sums of 
money.’’ 

Genera] Wheeler is one of the incor- 
porators of the Society of the Army of 
Santiago de Cuba, which is to be char- 
tered by an act of congress. The list of 
incorposators includes the names of 
Generals Shafter, Kent, Bates, Young, 
Randolph and Chaffee, as well as of 
Officers of less prominence who took 
part in the fighting on Cuban sofl. The 
object of the society is historical and 
educational—*‘to record the history and 
conserve the memory of the events of 
the army and navy in the campaign 
which resulted in the surrender, on the 
ith of July, 1898, of the Spanish army 
and the city of Santiago de Cuba and 
the military provinces to which it per- 
tained.”’ 


For Good Conduct, 

An act of congress which will interest 
some people temporarily residing in Ful- 
ton county is that to regulate commiita- 
tion for good conduct of United States 
prisoners. The act provides that each 
prisoner confined in a United States pent- 
tentiary or jail for a definite term, otner 
than life, whose record of conduet shows 
that he has faithfully observed of the 
rules and has not been subjected to pun- 
ishment shall be entitled to a reduction 
in the term of his sentence aa follows, 
commencing on the first day of his arrival 
at the penitentiary, prison or jail. 

Upon a sentence of not less than six 
months nor more than one year, five days 
for each month 

Upon a sentence of not less than one 
year and not more than three yéars, six 
days for each month, 

Upon a sentence of not less than three 
years and less than five, seven days for 
each month. 

Upon a sentence of not less than five 
years and not more than ten, eight days 
for each month. 

Upon a sentence of ten years and over, 
ten days for each month. 

When a prisoner has two or more sen- 
tences the aggregate of his sentences shall 
be the basis upon which his deduction 
shall be made. 

The attorney general is given the power 
to restore to any such convict who has 
heretofore or may hereafter forfeit any 
good time as may be proper in his judg- 
ment upon recommendation and evidences 
submitted to him by the warden in charge,

Says Mr. Guerry Has Done the Railroads an Injustice 
in Reference to Their Tax Returns. ° 
State Politieal Gossip. 


B. Andrews, first vice president of 
the Southern Railway Company, who 
has charge of the tax department of his 
line, was in the city yesterday and while 
here gave out a statement with réference 
to Hon. Dupont Guerry’s attack on tne 
railroads. Answering some of the state- 
ments made in Mr. Guerry’s cards in The 
Constitution, he said, in a general way he 
thought Mr. Guerry was, unintentionally 
perhaps, doing the railroads an injustice. 
“In the first place,” he said, ‘‘Mr. Guer-

the main line of a railroad in this state 
is assessed separately, and in addition to 
this the side tracks, bridges, trestles, 
rolling stock, depots, cash on hand ana 
amounts due from other companies, and 
every other item, are returned and taxed 
separately and are not consolidated with 
the valuation of the main line, as in 
Tennessee, 

“In the second place, Mr. Guerry seems 
disposed to increase the valuation of rail- 
road property for taxation without a rel- 
ative increase of all other property, or 
at least JI have geen no suggestions 
from him along this line. 

“Being interested in this question, I 
think I am familiar with.the increase of 
general property as well as the increase 
of the assessment of railroad property 
for taxXa.ion. 

“The comptroller general's report for 
1901 will show that ten years ago, viz, in 
1892, the assessment on all property, not 
including railroads, was $421,149,509, while 
in 1901 such assessment was $404,792,137, a 
decrease in ten years of about $17,000,000, 
Or a loss of between 4 and 5 per cent. 

“On the other hand the assessment of 
railroad property in 1892 was $42,604,025, 
while in 1901 it was $51,554,897, an increase 
of about ten million, or a raise of be- 
tween 23 and % per cent. 

“This shows that while the taxable 
value of all other property, not including 
railroads, has gradually decreased for 
ten years, Comptroller General Wright 
has persistently raised the taxable value 
of railroad property. Thfs increased val- 
uation in railroad property is not due to 
the increased mileage of railroads con- 
structed in the state, because there has 
been very little railway construction 
since 1892, while on the other hand the 
state of Georgia has enjoyed, particular- 
ly in the last four or five years, a won- 
derful growth of its manufacturing plants

}and general development, to say nothing 


of the enormous amount of private cap- 
ital invested in costly buildings in the 
cities. 

“The réport of the comptroller general 
shows another remarkable fact. Since 
1892 all property excépt railroad property 
has been gradually reduced in taxable 
value up to the year 1899; when there was 
a slight increase, which has increased at 
a Slight ratio to the present time, still 
leaving, however, a decrease, as stated 
before, from 1892 to 1901, of about $17,- 
000,000, 

“The report of the comptroller general 
shows also this significant fact. The tax- 
able value of all property, not including 
railroads, commenced to increase in 1899 
—that is, the taxable value of all other 
property, not including railroads, was in 
that year $372,927,077, and in 191 the tax- 
able value of such property had increased 
to $404,792,137, an increase of $31,865,060, or 
about 8 per cent. On the other hand the 
taxable value of the railroads in 1899 was 
$42 933,412, and In 1901 the taxable value 
of railroad property was $51,554,897, an 
increase of $7,621,486, or about 18 per cent. 
In other words, the ratio of increased 
taxable values on railroads has been over 
twice as great since 1899 to this time as 
it has been on all other property. 

‘In the next place, an inspection of the 
comptroller general's report will show the 
remarkable fact that the railroads pay 
something over one-eighth of the entire 
taxes of the state; and this, too, in spite 
of the fact that the Western and Atlantic, 
the Georgia railroad, the stem of -the 
Central between Augusta and Savannah, 
and the Southwestern are by their char- 
ters, granted when the roads were first 
projected, nearly fifty years ago, exempt 
from taxation, and the camptroller gen- 
eral estimates the taxable value of these 
exempt roads at $20,000,000, so that if 
these roads were taxable as the other 
roads in Georgia are, the railroads would 
pay about one-sixth of all the taxes of 
this state. 

‘‘All other property, except railroads, in- 
cludes lands, persdénal property, stocks 
and bonds, household goods, money on 
hand, mortgages and all other evidences 
of debt, jewelry and all other property of 
this character; all city property, mer- 
chandise, factories, iron works, com- 
presses, bank capital, street railroads and 
all private corporations and partnerships, 
and all other property of every kind and 
character in the state. 

‘“T am satisfied that no intelligent citi- 
zen of Georgia will contend that the rail- 
roads are worth one-sixth of all the oth- 
er property of every Kind in the state. I 
will even venture to say that the net 
incomes derived by the citizens of At- 
lanta alone on the property subject to 
taxation within its limits will tar exceed 
the combined net incomes on all the rail- 
roads in Georgia. ’ 

‘In view of the figures that I have just 
given you and also in view of the fact 
that under the law all property should be 
assessed on a uniform and ad valorem 
basis, it would seem to me only just and 
fair that railroad property should be in- 
creased for taxation only in the same 
ratio ag other property, viz, 8 per cent, 
instead of 18 per cent, and, therefore, I 
repeat I think Mr. Guerry is—unintention- 
ally perhaps—doing the railroads and the 
state an injustice.

CARD FROM JOHN P. ROSS. 


Chairman of Bibb County Guerry 
Club Writes of Guerry’s 
Record. 


Macon, Ga., May 30.—(Snrecial.)—Fellow Cit- 
izens of Georgia: Be it remembered that one 
of the planks in Hon. Dupont Guerry’s plat- 
form is as follows: “State prohibition, at 
least to the extent now of the abolition of bar 
rooms by direct state legislation.’’ 

We are told that the passage of such a 
law woulé be undemocratic. How so? Every 
law on Georgia's statute books is ‘‘direct 
state legislation,’’ enacted by our law-making 
power—the general assembly and the governor. 
We have an ideal democratic form of govern- 
ment. The governor and legislators are elect- 
ed by the people and are the direct represen- 
tatives of the people: and are responsible to 
the people. How can a law-makng power 
constituted by the people of their chosen rep- 
resentativee be undemocratic? How can the 
passage of a law by a democratic law-making 
power be undemocratic? Is the grant of a 
charter to a city, or a bank, or a railroad 
company ‘‘by direct state legislation’’ un- 
democratic? Is ‘‘direct etate legislation’’ mak- 
ing it a crime to steal a ride on a railroad 
train undemocratic? Those who raise the hue 
and cry that the passage of any law by the 
law-making power of Georgia is undemocratic 
have no idea what constitutes a demooracy, 
or are trying to deceive those. if there be 
such in this state. who do not know the first 
principles of government. Tut! Tut! 

The question is: Should bar rooms be abol- 
ished ‘“‘by direct state legislation?’’ Is there 
a man who knows a bar room when he sees 
it and knows the effect of a bar room on the 
men. women and children in the community 
in which it ts located, and who fears God 
and loves mankind, who will say ‘‘no?’’ 

The Georgia Baptist convention, ‘‘the repre- 
sentative body wf the great Baptist denomina- 
tion of the state of Georgia’’ (1 quote from 
the report of the committee on temperance, 
adopted in 1898), has answered the ques- 
tion above put ase follows, accompanying the 
answer each time with good reasons pregnant 
with the power of truth. 

At Augusta, in 1898: ‘‘We still hope and 
pray for such a state measure as proposed in 
the anti-bar room bill, believing it will bring 
boundless blessings.’’ 

At Savannah, in 1899: ‘‘Whereas the traffic 
is so thoroughly entrenched in our cities, be it 
Resolved, That we urge the friends of pro- 
hibition in the 110 counties (those having pro- 
hibition) to join with those in the cities in 
securing a state election on this great ques- 
tion.’’ 

At Griffin, in 1900: ‘"That we labor, pray 
and vote to secure the passage at the next 
legislature of a wise state law that will close 
every saloon, wholesale liquor house and dis- 
pensary in the state and supprese the manu- 
facture of intoxicating liquors as a bever- 
age.”’ 

wt Valdosta, in 1991: There is no disposition 
in this movement to carry politics into relig- 
ion, but there is @ very earnest desire and 
effort to induce the Christian people to carry 
their religion into their politics.’’ 

‘“‘Resolved, That all ministers of the gospel 
and all Christiam churchés are urged to use 
their influence as far as they can conscien- 
tiously do so, in inducing the people to be 
true to God and to His cause in voting as 
well as in praying. That the inter-denomi- 
national committee take all proper steps to in- 
duce our political leaders to make proper 
recognition of this strong temperance feeling 
in our state in the primaries and in all other 
plans fer selecting men for political office.’’ 

At Rome, in 1902: “This question must be 
answered in the life and conduct of every God- 
fearing man. ne rights and duties of every 
church member are involved. There can he 
but one ground for Christians to occupy, and 
that is uncompromising opposition to the 
curse of the saloon.” 

Governor W. J. Northen was president of 
each and every one of these Georgia Baptist 
conventions, ali of which were composed of 
many others of the wisest of Georgia's Chris- 
tian laymen and ministers of the gospel. 
Other Christian denominations in Georgia have 
from time to time adopted similar resolu- 
tions. 

Now is the time to pass ballots instead of 
resolutions. How will you vote? 

Mr. Estill is Openly an anti-prohibitionist, 
whether the question be submitted by local 
option or direct state legislation. 

Mr. Terrell voted as state senator in 1891, 
with only seven others, against the 3-mile 
liquor bill, which became a law against his 
Wishes and over his earnest and active oppo- 
sition. ‘He voted and worked for the lives of 
the cross-roads grog shops with their attend- 
ant crowds of drunken negroes at nightfall, 
which wére @ menace set over against our 
otherwise peaceful and happy country homes. 
Yes, Mr. Terrell used his utmost influence 
and his vote to defeat what has proven the 
most salutary law of Georgia for the pro- 
tection and happiness of our homes outside of 
corporated towns and cities. That law pro- 
tects our rural homes better than the laws 
against larceny, burglary and arson. It is 
a mightier bulwark against the brutal viola- 
tion of the persons of our women than the 
terrible hand of the frenzied mob.

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Monument to General Walker To Be 
in Place at That Time.

A meeting was held yesterday morning 
in the office of Attorney Julius L. Brown 
at which time the William.H. T. Walker 
Monument Association was organized.

The members of the association hope to 
have the monument ready for unveiling 
July 22, which is the anniversary of the 
day on which General Walker was killed 
in the fighting whicn took place around 
Atlanta in 1864. The exact spot where 
the valiant confederate officer fell has 
been located in DeKalb county, near the 
Soldiers’ hbme, and the monument to his 
memory will be erected as near that place 
as possible. 

General Walker fell in a little valley and 
it is proposed to have his monument 
placed on a small knoll about 100 feet 
from the exact spot. The ordinary of 
DeKalb county has been requested to 
have a road graded to the monument, and 
it is probable that the work will be done. 
The spot is to be marked by four or five 
cannon, which, it is hoped, may be se- 
cured from the government. The monu- 
ment association will only have to raise 
a comparatively .small fund to place 
the monument, which is to be somewhat 
like the one to General McPherson at 
Grant park. 

From suggestions made during the 
meeting of the members of the associa- 
tion yesterday it is probable that invita- 
tions to attend the unveiling in July will 
be sent to, President Roosevelt, General 
Miles, certain members of congress and 
other distinguished military officers.

Comptroller General W. A. Wright said 
yesterday he would again like to warn 
the people of Georgia against the Old 
Wayne Life Insurance Company, of In- 
diana, about which he has been receiving 
numerous inquiries of late. An Augusta 
lawyer has just written him that a client 
who had a $1,000 policy in the company 
has been offered $230 in settlement and 
the company refuses to pay more. 

“This is only one of numerous inquiries 
and complaints I have had about the Old 
Wayne Life Insurance Company,” said 
Comptroller General Wright yesterday. 
“Evidently somebody is representing the 
company in the state without authority 
and I would just like to catch him to 
make an example of him. The company 
is not recognized by the state, has failed 
to comply with the law and has no right 
to do business here. I have never known 
of this company paying the full amount 
of one of its policies. I have written to 
the insurance commissioner of Indiana 
for some information about the company 
and hope I will ultimately be able to 
stop its operations here.”

Frank W. Swinner in the Century: The 
design of a long bridge span is one of the 
most elaborate mathematical problems 
that arises in constructive work, The 
stresses produced by its own weight, by 
the weight of traffic, by locomotive 
drivers, by the hammering of flattened 
wheels by the action of brakes on Aan 
express train, by the high speed on a 
curved track, by the wind and by the ex- 
pansion and contraction of the steel in 
summer and winter, are all accurately 
calculated. The deflection of the loaded 
and unloaded bridge is determined, and 
complete drawings are made of every 
member of it. The bars of steel ara 
tested in machines which will pull in two 
a horsehair of a steel. bar-strong enough 
to lift half a score of the heaviest locou- 
motives at once, and which will crush an 
egg shell or a steel column, and accurate- 
ly measure the stress in each case. Tre 
djfferent Kinds of members are forged, 
riveted, bored, or planed in perhaps half 
a dozen remote shops, and, although 
usually not fitted together there, are ex- 
amined and measured by specialists to 
see that they are correct, and are then 
shipped by scores of car loads to the site 
of the proposed structure, where steam 
derricks unload them and pile.them many 
feet high in stacks covering acres of 
ground. 

The bridge piers may rise above the 
water, hundreds of feet apart. It remains 
to place on them a 1,000-ton structura, 
high above a savage chasm, over an im- 
passable current or roaring tide, where 
the water is deep, the bottom of jaggeu 
rocks or treacherous quicksand, or 
Where an old bridge must be removed, 
and the new one built in its place with- 
out interrupting navigation or obstructing 
continuous traffic on the bridge. To ae 
complish this the engineer has timber, 
bolts and ropes, hoisting engines, der- 
ricks and a band of intrepid builders, who 
have perhaps followed him for yeurs 
through more hardship and danger than 
fall to the lot of almost any other call. 
ing. , 

The complicated framework of a greaé 
span is a skeleton with many accurate 
joints and thousands of steel sinews and 
bones, each of which must go in exactly 
the right place in exactly the right or-. 
der. The builder must weave into ithe 
trusses pieces larger, heavier and ‘far 
more inflexible than whole tree trunks; 
swiftly hoist and swing them to place 
hundreds of feet high; fit together the 
massive girders and huge forged bars 
with watchmaker’s accuracy; support 
the unwieldy masses until they are keved 
together and self-sustaining; and under 
millions ef pounds of stress must adjust 
them, at dizzy heights, to mathematical] 
lines.

» BY COMPTROLLER DAWES 


4n Addres« to Bankers He Said It 
és No Tiine To Indulge ‘n Any 
Radical Experiments Here 
with Our Cur- 
rency.

- Washington, May %.—(Special.)—There 
ig a wide difference of opinion among 
republicans over the wisdom of attempt- 
ing currency legislation at this session 
of congress and there are still wider dif- 
ferences over details, even in face of the 
fact that the house committee on bankjng 
and currency has reported favorably the 
bill of Mr. Fowler, of New Jersey, which 
was recently reviewed at length in the 
columns of The Constitutfon. " 

The republicans of the committee have 
united in a favorable report upon the bill. 
In this they give their reasons for the re- 
tirement of the greenbacks and the in- 
auguration of what is termed an asset 
currency. This measure has the ap- 
proval of the so-called monetary commis- 


A sion, of which Hugh H. Hanna is chair- 


man, but there are evidences of opposi- 
tion from higher republican sources. A 
good many republican politicians believe 
it would be unwise while elections are 
pending to declare for the retirement of 
the greenbacks and the transfer to the 
national ‘banks of a monopoly of furnish- 
ing currency to the country. 
What Dawes Thinks. 

Then, too, the asset currency proposi- 
tion does not have unanimous support 
among republicans who have made a 
study of the currency question, Former 
Comptroller Dawes voiced the sentiment 
of these republicans at the interstate 

s bankers’ convention at Kansas City last 
week. In the course of a strong speech 
on this subject Mr. Dawes said: 

‘Any change calculated to decrease con- 
fidence in our curreny by decreasing to 
any extent its safety is fraugnt with 
danger to existing business conditions. 

' Asset. currency, subject to only a small 
tax, will become an instrument of current 
business, and add to the amount of credits 
jn existence to ‘be cared for in the panic. 
The more issued in ordinary times the less 
could be issued in times of panic. * * * 
It is no time to indulge in radical experi- 
ment with our currency in this country. 
We do not want an asset currency that 
will help us into a panic when we are out 

but an emergency circulation 
which will help us out of a panic when 
we are in one.’’ 

The minority reports from the commit- 
tee take strong grounds against both of 

the main propositions involved in the Fow- 


Jer ill, 

Two reports have been submitted by 
the members of the minority. One of 
these deals simply with the details of the 
bill and is . strong, clear-cut argument 
against most if not all of its provisions. 
Several features advocated by the ma- 
jority, which are ostensibly designed to 
cure acknowledged evils in existing law, 
are criticised because they will not accom- 
plish what is claimed for them. 

Judge Bartlett’s Report. 

Judge Bartlett, of Georgia, while {ndors- 
ing the report of the other members of the 
minority, has made a supplemental report 
in which he deals with the money ques- 


tion in its broader sense. This report of 
Judge Bartlett is a strong and interesting 
document. In the course of it he said: 

“I oppose this measure, first, because 
I have always been opposed, and am 
still opposed, to the establishment and 
maintenance of the single gold standard 
as the standard of value in our country, 
and am now as firmly convinced as I have 
ever been that the true American demo- 
cratic doctrine is that we should have 
honest money—the gold and silver coin- 
age of the constitution—and a circulating 
medium convertible into such money 
without loss, and although by republican 
legislation gold has been made the stand- 
ard value, I have not in the least abated 
my democratic. faith that we should have 
both gold and silver coined as the stand- 
ard money of the country, at a fixed ratio, 
and that all currency obligations issued 
by the government should be redeemable 
in such coin without loss. And I further 
believe and assert that the true demo-

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cratic doctrine is tQat the proper and 
Safe way to restore and maintain the 
Parity between the two metals is to re- 
store the ancient free bimetallic coinage 
of both metals. 

Against National Banks of Issue. 

“I have always opposed the establish- 
ment of national banks of issue, and, 
therefore, I am opposed to this bill, be- 
cause it proposes to further fasten upon 
the people the system of national banks, 
and to give them the power to issue 
money and, in fact, to turn over and 
deliver to such national banks all the 
powers of the government to issue paper 
currency. The democrat who recalls the 
doctrines and teachings of his party on 
the subject of national banks should have 
no hesitancy in proclaiming his faith. 
a democratic platforms from 1896 to 1900 
coOMtain emphatic assertions of hostility 
to a United States bank and to national 
banks of issue, and the democratic party 
has always looked upon such an institu- 
tion as one of deadly hostility to the 
best interests of the country, dangerous 
to our republican institutions, the liber- 
ties of our people, and calculated to place 
the business of the country in the control 
of a concentrated money power, and 
above the laws and will of the people. 
The true democratic doctrine has always 
been the separation of the money of the 
government from banking institutions, 
and has held that such is indispensable 
for the safety of the funds of the govern- 
ment and the rights of the people. ,With- 
out further statement of the principles 
of the democratic party on this subject, 
I insist that those already given are 
ample and sufficient to justify me in 
refusing my support of this measure. 

Should Not Be Retired. 

“I do not believe that the United States 
notes, commonly called  greenbacks, 
should be permanently retired, and, 
therefore, I oppose the scheme proposed 
in this bill, which means the gradual and 
permanent retirement of. this currency 
and substituting therefor national bank 
notes, based upon the assets of such 
banks. [I am opposed to this because I 
believe, and have always believed, that 
the national currency should consist of 
goid and silver coinage, and that all na- 
tional currency should be issued by the 
government, and that the province of this 
sovereign government to coin money and 
to furnish to the citizens a safe and sound 
currency should not be delegated to the 
national banks or to any other private 
corporation. 

“While it is true that the United States 
notes, known as greenbacks, amounting 
now to $346,000,000, were issued in time of 
war, yet it is a safe and good money and 
answers the demands of trade and com- 
merce of the people in their business. 
These notes should not be retired at this 
time, nor at any time in the future until 
eqaully as good a currency is’ sup- 
plied by the government to take their 
place. If they afford, as they doubtless 
do, a means for speculators and bankers 
to make raids upon the treasury and 
withdraw its gold, that could be remedied 
by carrying out the original purpose and 
intention of the law, by paying them 
in coin; so that if the government shall 
return, as it should do, to the system of 
bimetallic.coinage of both gold and silver 
as the standard money of the country, 
and should redeem the greenbacks, as it 
should do, in gold or silver according 
to the contract when it was issued, there 
would be no danger of the so-called end- 
less chain. But, whether redeemed in 
gold or silver, I insist that it is not a 
wise public policy or good finance to 
destroy this yolume of currency, 80 need- 
ful for the people in their. business af- 
fairs, and to substitute therefor a nation- 
al bank currency, controlled by the na- 
tional banks under the system proposed 
in this bill, and thereby deliver the peo- 
ple of this country over to this great 
banking trust, as it will soon become, 
and place them at its mercy. 

Against Redemption of Silver Dollars 

“I oppose the proposition to redeem 
the silver dollars in gold, or to coin the 
silver dollars into subsidiary coin. In 


| addition to the other reasons given by 


the minority of the committee, I insist 
that this will require a large increase in 
the gold reserve of the treasury, will 
create a new endless chain upon the 
gold reserve by retiring the silver dol- 
lars, and will result in a contraction of 
the currency, and substitute for the 
silver dollars paper promises to pay; 
and should the present production of 
gold, which has so phenomenally in- 
creased in the past few years, decrease, 
and the demand for gold become s0 
great, as doubtless it wiil, that it can- 
not be supplied, then we shall have fall- 
ing prices and panics. 

‘But, aside from these reasons, I op- 
pose this propodsition to redeem silver 
dollars in gold because, while under re- 
publican legismtion, gold has been made 
the standard of value, the silver dollar 
still remains a legal tender for debt, 
when not otherwise provided in the con- 
tract. In my judgment, the disparity 
between gold and silver and the reason 
why the two metals have not remained 
at a parity is due to unfriendly legisla- 
tion and the discrimination against sil- 
ver coinage, and to redeem the silver 
dollars in gold will be the last step to- 
ward permanently fastening upon this 
country the single gold standard.

platforms of and 1900, but on the 
doctrines contained in every platform 
adopted prior to the two mentioned, I 
still adhere to the democratic doctrine 
that it is wise to maintain and assert 
that honest money means the gold and 
silver coinage of the constitution and a 
circulating medium convertitle into such 
money without loss, and that the use ~»f 
both gold and silver as the standard 
money of the country, and the coinage 
of both, without discriminating against 
either metal, is ‘both American and 
democratic doctrine.

Threat To Disestablish This Peculiar 
Institution of Paris Theaters. 


aot Truth: The committee of the 
ancais has yoted the Suppression of 
the claque. I hope it may get it. Under 
the decrees of Napoleon which regulate 
the status ofthe Francais, the Claque has 
as good a right to its position as players 
and managers have to theirs. ‘They are, 
ABA E cogeery pgp functionaries, and 
reir awe eS Of promotion and of lim- 
ce just like the officials of other 
public offices. Their leader may often 
dine with illustriogs authors. Not only 
he, but his Subordinates, may hope to 
be decorated with ‘the palms of the 
academy,’ which are given to second- 
rate authors, professors of music and 
other arts, and well-patronized school- 
masters and school mistresses. I once 
met a chef de claque at Victor Hugo's. 
He looked a society gentleman, and must 
have felt gratified to be received with the 
utmost distinction. A writer in The 
Temps once dining at a great banker's, 
who took a particular interest in an ac- 
tress who was of the party, mistook a 
chef de claque for an archduke under a 
borrowed name. Ni@sang could have been 
more corSect than his torm, and the host 
and the theatrical lady laid themselves 
out to be attentive tu him. He took their 
effarts to make themselves agreeable as 
a matter of course, and, archdukelike, 
did not give himself away. 

Horace Walpole noticed a certain af- 
fectation of reserve in French ‘gentle- 
men of his time. It still exists except 
in the intimacy of family life. You have 
something like it in the aloofness of the 
Oxonian who has a good opinion of him- 
seif. French ladies were free from it, 
to believe Walpole and the great por- 
trait painters of the eighteenth century, 
and aimed more at charming by their 
bonne grace than by impressing people 
with the idea of their high rank. Arg@ 
tocratic society contains now so0 many 
grandmothers, mothers, and wives of 
very queer origin that the wish to pose 
as Mme. la Duchesse, or Mme. la Mar- 
quise, or Mme. la Comtesse, etc., is ap- 
parent in the manners. Poseurs and 
poseuses of this kind would die rather 
than applaud a theatrical point or some 
stirring effect save under cover af the 
claque. When the claque feigns enthusi- 
asm and is noisily applausive the per- 
sons of quality suffer themselves to be 
carried away. Gentlemen who take an 
interest in particular actresses come to 
understandings with chefs de claque to 
applaud certain passages of their roles 
with all their might and main. They can 
then win good graces by applauding lus- 
tily themselves and receive thanks in 
dressing rooms not by word of mouth 
merely, but from eyes swimming in tears. 
French people of quality’ are afraid to 
commit themselves singly to an opinion. 
Though so apt to hedge themselves round 
with ceremoniousness they, in common 
with fhe vulgarians, are gregarious in 
many things. This comes out-in the way 
they follow the claque lead. All follow 
it if the acting is fairly good and the 
play emits spurts of talent. The players, 
stimulated by the general applause, feel 
inspired and act accordingly. They in 
turn magnetize the house, and so Instead 
of witnessing a dead play, the spectators 
enjoy a rous'ng evening. 

The institution of the claque has helped 
to spread the taste for theatrical amuse- 
ments now so general in France. The chef 
de claque at the Francais has a regular 
situation. In the other theaters he has 
not, though his experience and special 
abilities give him fixity of tenure. He re- 
cruits his claque and holds it together in 
his own way, dismissing those who do not 
suit. The greater number are young fel- 
lows—apprentices, students, who have few 
friends in Paris and are glad to see a 
play for nothing. But as such claqueurs 
as the latter drop away soon, the young 
artisan is preferred. Fellx Faure served 
for nearly three years as a claqueur in 
a theater where historical plays were 
mostly, given. He there learned that pose 
which, as president, astonished royal vis- 
itors to the Elysee. They found hg was 
bon prince with them rather than un 
bourgeois arrive, and, indeed, he made 
some of them feel small. He looked splen- 
didly bon prince driving in an open car- 
riage with a crowned head beside him. 

A dramatic author who fails to stand 
well with the cnef de claque has reason 
to regret it. The players at the Francais 
think their claque on too good terms with 
the manager. It is a fact that their ap- 
plause is stereotyped, and often more 
nerve-irritating than rousing. This has 
been explained ‘by the fixity of their ten- 
ure as state functionaries, and by the 
players neglecting to pay them proper at- 
tention. Dumas fils had the tact to fee] 
how ‘greatly a_ well-disciplined claque 
—_ help an author, and behaved accorda- 
Aly.

COTTON CROP CONDITIONS. 


Outlook Exceptionally Favorable. 


Small Decrease in Acreage. 


Dispatches from correspondents of R. G. 
Dun & Co., throughout the cotton producing 
section indicate that the current yield will be 
large. Reports are practically unanimous re- 
garding the favorable weather at present, and 
at many points where the planting was late 
there has been such rapid progress as to 
Partially or wholly compensate for the tardy 
beginning. From present indications the cron 
should be considerably larger than the pre- 
ceding one, notwithstanding a small d*®crease 
in acreage, for there has not been the early 
injury and extensive replanting that was re- 
ported last spring, nor has any loss from in- 
sects occurred ag yet. In the southwestern 
section, inchuding Texas, Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory, where about one-third of the entire 
crop is usually raised, the acreage is reported 
about the same as a year ago, if not larger, 
while weather conditions are especially satis- 
factory. The Atlantic, coast states report a 
slight decrease in acreage, averaging about 5 
per cent, while the gulf states and Tennessee 
nray average 10 per cent less area under culti- 
vation for cotton than last year. This decrease 
is due to the high price for corn, which has 
diverted much space to raising that cereal. In 
times of normal prices for corn it is more prof. 
itable to purchase food for live stock, but the 
heavy expense of carrying animals through the 
past winter will result in sufficient grain grow- 
ing to make the plantations more independent 
this year. 


H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, May 30.—Liverpool was more 
favorable than expected and our market in 
Sympathy opened 2 to 4 points higher on near 
months and | on Jaté, became easier subse- 
quently, owing to lack of support, declining 
5 points on old crop months and | to 2 on 
new, clesing at a net loss of about | point 
on the day. The amount brought into sight 
during the week was 34,000, against 66,000 
last year and 39,000 year before last. The 
total marketed from September | to date has 
been 9,846,000, an increase of 178,000 over 
last year and 1,043,000 over year before last: 
therefore the movement on its face, compared 
to last year, points to a crop of 10,561.000., 
and if compared with year before last it in- 
dicates a crop of 10,479,000. The total stock 
of American ashore and afloat to Liverpool ts 
913,000, against 710,000 last year and 502.,- 
000 year before last. The visible supply of 
American during the week decreased |33,000. 
against 120,000 last year and 106,000 year 
befdre last, showing that notwithstanding the 
loss was greater than last year the takings 
were 19,000 lessp but they exceed year before 
last by 22,000. The total visible supply of 
American is 2.008.000, against 2,160,000 last 
year and 1,726,000 year before last. Crop 
prospects continue very favorable and the 
chances are that the bureau report, which will 
be issued on June 3, may show a marked im- 
provement in condition over last year, offset- 
ting any decrease in acreage that might be 
given. Spinners are apathétic and evidence 
no disposition to enter into new engagements 
under present conditions. 


World’s Visible Supply of Cotton. 


New Orleans, May 30.—Secretary Heeter’s 
statement of the world’s visible supply of cot- 
ton, made up from special cable and telegraph- 
ic advices, compares the figures of this week 
with last week, last year and the year be- 
fore. It shows a decrease for the week just 
closed of 151,853 bales, against a decrease 
of 133,972 last year and a decrease of 110,162 
the year before. 

The total ‘visible is 3,097.587, against 3,- 
249,440 last week, 3,240,164 last year and 
2.379.366 year before last. 

Of this the total of American cotton is 2,- 
082,587. against 2,215,440 laet week, 2,160,- 
164 last year and |,726,366 year before last, 
and of all other kinds, jncluding Egypt, Bra- 
zil, India, ete., 1.015, , against 1,034,000 
laet week, 1,080,000 last year and 653,000 
year before last. 

The total world’s visible supply of cotton 
shows a decrease compared with last week 
of 151,853 bales, a decrease compared with 
last year of 142,577 and an increase compared 
with year before last of 718.221. 

Of the world’s visible supply of cotton, as 
above, there is now afloat and held in Great 
Britain and continental Europe 1,821.000. 
againat 1,614,000 last year and 1!,525.900 
year before last; in Egypt 120.000, against 
170,000 last year and 123,000 year before 
last: in India 544,000, against 599,000 “ast 
year and 320,000 year before last, and in 
the United States 613,000, against 857,000 
last year and 411.000 year before last. 

Note: These figures are a close approxima- 
tion, using the stocks of Thursday at Balti- 
more, New York, Boston and Cincinnati, the 
figures for today not being rece’--* on account 
of the holiday. The correct figuree will be 
available tomorrow morning, when the state- 
ment will be changed to accord with the facts.

Collections are 
prompt as a rule, and payments through the 
principal clearing houses are well maintained. 
Notwithstanding diminished speculation there 
was an increase of |.2 per cent at New York 
compared with last year’s exchanges. Returns 
as to transportation show that losses in grain 
movement are being more than made up else- 
where, the railway earnings thus far reported 
for May showing a gain of 6.5 per cent over 
last year and 19 per cent over | 900. 

Efforts to place contracts for 100,000 tone 
of pig iron, deliverable in the second quarter 
of 1903, indicate the confidence of the lead- 
ing consumer as to the future ef this industry. 
There is no cessation of activity at the mills, 
and finished products are forwarded to impor- 
tunate consumers as rapidly as possible. 

No improvement ig reported at New England 
boot and shoe centers, where shops are still 
running only about half time. There is also 
activity in grades that declined last week, but 
the indication of better prices and varieties 
tend downward. Salesmen are booking a small- 
er percentage of orders at the south than Is 
usual at this season. Local retail trade has 
been more active, but jobbing business con- 
tinues slow. Recent advances in leather are 
maintained With belting butts freely purchased. 
Imported hides are scarce and strong, but do- 
mestic packers’ hides are quiet. 

Stocks of textile fabrics are not accumulat- 
ing, although the markete are extremely quiet. 
Domestic jobbing trade is fairly satisfactory 
but exports of cotton goods are small. Print 
cloths are dull and unchanged, with the situ- 
ation unsettled as to new prints for the fall. 

Clothing manufacturers are purchasing wool- 
en goods in moderation only and larger de- 
liveries by the leading companies increased the 
disposition toward conservatism. 

Prospects are bright for a large yield of cot- 
ton. Dispatches have been received from cor- 
respondents of R. G. Dun & Co., jJocated in all 
parts of the cotton belt, and the returns are 
unanimously encouraging. 

Grain quotations made a decided advance 
early in the week, which was not easily ex- 

lained, except on the basis of light supplies 
n sight. This element wae not new, however, 
receipts having decreased very materially for 
many weeks in comparison with last years 
movement. Subsequently the gain was lost in 
oe trading, although cash corn was firmly 

eld.

Walthour Shows Splendid Form

Boston, Mass., May 30.—(Special.)— 
Bobby Walthour, Atlanta's crack bicycle 
rider, was given the race today over 
Jimmy Morkn, of Chelsea, Mass,, on the 
track at Revere beach.

NO DECISION ON 
RULES 1S REACHED 


Railroad Commission Wants Te Hear 
from Other Parties Interested. 


ATLANTA MEN ARE HEARD 


Boards of Trade in Other Large Cities 
Will First Be Heard From. 
Rates on Number of Articles 
Are Lowered. 


No conclusion was reached at the meet- 
ing of the railroad commission yesterday 
with reference to the amendments to 
rules 25 and W because the commission 
desires to hear from any members of 
the boards of trade of Savannah, Macon, 
Augusta and other large cities in the 
state who desire to be heard on the pro- 
posed change in rule 25 before determin- 
ing the matter. Rule 25 relates to switch- 
ing, and the proposed change is of spe- 
cial interest to large cities. 

A delegation from the Atlanta cham- 
ber of commerce, including also H. T. 
Moore, superintendent of the freight bu- 
reau, 
yesterday to protest against the change 
in behalf of Atlanta merchants and man- 
ufacturers. The change proposes to 
make all movements of freight where 
there is loading and unloading of a car 
within a short distance, transportation 
instead of switching, and to permit the 
roads to charge the /égular rate for 
their minimum haul. As'it is at present 
an Atiauta merchant or manufacturer 
can load a car in one part of the city 
and have it sent to another part at the 
Switching rate, which is $2 per car. The 
change in the rule would necessitate 
their paying considerable more for this 
service. There will be considerable op- 
position to the proposed change. 

At the request of the American Cotton 
Company, the round bale compress peo- 
ple, the commission classified as first- 
class all marta of their compresses. The 
company has an office in Atlanta‘for fhe 
distribution of its machinery. 

The Atlantic, Valdosta and - Western 
railroad and the Plant system were dli- 
rected to build new depots at Haylow, a 
station at the junction of the two roads. 

The commission lowered the rate on 
furnjture and interior finish marble, put- 
ting them in the same class with heavy 
marbles. Lettered tombstones were also 
put in the same class when prepaid. 

For the benefit of the Georgia manu- 
facturers cheap oak furniture was put 
in the same class with furniture made 
of poplar and common woods, thereby re- 
ducing the freight rate. 

The commission will revise the rates 
on earthen fruit jars, putting them in 
the same class as giass jars. 

It was directed that hereafter estimated 
weights of live stock in less than car 
load lots shall apply.

Captain M. A. Andrews, of the Sal- 
vation Army, Says Unjust 
Charges Were Made. 


Staff Captain M. A. Andrews, of the 
Salvation Army, writes the following 
card to The Constitution, in which he 
defends Mrs. May Elliott and: Miss Ada 
Arrant from certain charges which he 
alleges have been made against them un- 
justly: 

Editor of The Atlanta Constitution: In 
your issue of Thursday, 29th instant, there 
appeared a report regarding Mrs. Mav 
Elliott, of the Salvation Army, arrested 
for rescuing girl, etc. Since the report 
reflects upon Mrs. Elliott, Mi§s Ada Ar- 
rant and the Salvation Army, we deem 
it our duty to let the public know the 
truth about this entire matter.

Miss Ada Arrant was not “rescued” 
by any one; was not, nor had she been, 
in a place or position to be ‘‘rescued.’’ 
She was treated badly by her brother In 
law, E. M. Roberts, and ordered away 
from his home; not for any misconduct 
on her part, but because of Roberts’ 
treatment and abuse of her. 

She went to Nunnally’s pants factory 
and secured work. She could only make 
from 35 to 60 cents per day. She sought 
cheap board and was tyid to go to Mrs. 
Elliott. Mrs. Elliott heard her story and 
took her for any amount she could spare 
from her scanty earnings. 

She was working’ every day and not 
leading any life other than that of a 
pure, Igird working girl. She did not 
know Mrs. Elliott’s daughter—had only 
seen her once or twice. As to her treat- 
ment by Roberts, the letters from her 
father will show. 

The foregoing is given you after a thor- 
Ough investigation and the public can 
readily see the injustice done Mrs, El- 
liott and this dependent young girl. They 
were detained at police headquarters 
for two nights and one day and treated 
as criminals for their acts as above. 

Mrs. Elliott is slandered and maligyged, 
Miss Arrant is under a cloud and avoid- 
ed by her former working girl associates.

my vox, I would quickly knock the bee 
into the bottom on the honey. cover it 
with the lid and let it remain there until 
it had filled itself with honey. Then puli- 
ing off the lid, 1 wculd allow the Dee to 
fly out. 

‘The little insect would generally crawl 
out on top of the box, look arcund to get 
its bearings ard then fly eff in the direc- 
tion of the tree. By watching this direc- 
tion I could get an ‘dea of where the trea 
might be located. But I alwavg remained 
ir the same spot until the came bee came 
back again and of its own accord enter- 
ed my box for the honey, Frequently the 
bee would bring a companion with it. 
Sometimes it did not do so cn its first 
trip back, but always on the second it 
brought one cr more companions. They 
enjoyed the honey very much, and, dy 
watching them fly away, I was £oon en- 
abled to tell for certain the direction of 
their tree. Then moving two or three hun- 
dred yards in the right direction I would 
catch another bee and go through this 
operation with it and so on until I got 
within sight of the tree itself and saw 
the bees swarming out at the top. After 
this there was no trouble in cutting down 
the tree and getting the honey, which, I 
believe, is the sweetest in the world. Yes, 
I can remember my tree hunting pastime 
with greaf pleasure.”’
